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Council cops: The battle still Isn't over 



Paul Lanteigne may not run again; 
Jim Brazier tells Pilot \o butt out

James W. Brazier. Jr>, says he 
will not seek re-election to the 
Virginia Beach City Council in 
1994. 

Paul W. Lanteigne isn't sure 
about running again. 

That's good news to Peml»oke 
resident C.W. Carr and others who 
oppose city employees serving as 
council membo^. 

Lanteigne's and Brazia''s nui for 
office in 1990 and subsequent elec- 



tion to council has stined continu- 
ing debate over tl^ legality and ^ 
propriateness of city employees 
serving on city council. 

The "no they shouldn't" contin- 
gent, incliKling self-described citizen 
activist Carr said. 

"No city employee should be el- 
igible for public office. It's an un- 
tenable situation. Lxmk at what 
happens when city employees get 
elected," Can said referring to 
Lanteigne and Brazier. "We've got 
two guys in $100,0(X)-a-year 'can- 



do' jobs." 

No employee should have the au- 
thority to hire en- fire their em- 
ployer, Carr went on. In this case, 
he asserts, the two police offi- 
cers/council members possess such 
power. 

But Lanteigne and Brazier say 
Carr and his ilk are sorely misin- 
formed and in-enw. 

"Localities only have as much 
power as the General Assembly 
gives them," Lanteigne said. 

"For example, if Virginia Beach 
wanted to enact an income tax, it 
couldn't. The city gets its author- 
ity from the legislature. That's the 
situation here. The city can't enact 
a law prohibiting a portion of its 
population from running for or be- 



ing elected 10 office. If we have to 
take this to court, we'll win." 

Brazier and Lanteigne 

say the citizens of Virginia Beach 
should have the opportunity to vote 
on a city charter am«idment which 
would allow police, school teachers 
and any other city employee who 
wants to make a run for elected of- 
fice in the ci^ to be allowed to. 

"In 1990, Paul and I ran for office 
against two fncumbents and The 
Virginian-Pilot and Ledger-Star" 
Brazier said. "The voters went to 
the polls and very clearly expressed 
how they felt about city employees 
ruining for office." 

Brazier and Lanteigne cite the 
Dillon rule saying it's clear that the 



Virginia Beach city council has no 
authority to enact an cndinance pro- 
hibiting city employees from seek- 
ing public office. 

"The bottom line is this," Brazier 
said, "diould the voto^ in Virginia 
Beach get. the opp(»tunity to address 
this issue through a public referen- 
dum or should The Virginian-Pilot 
and Ledger-Star and six council 
people decide what is best for our 
form of government in Virginia 
Beach?" 

Saying he speaks the conscience 
of many in Virginia Beach, Carr, a 
retired postal service employee and 
22-ycar Navy veteran, counters,

Complaints of the show's 
theme and display of the 
Confederate battle flag fitxn some 
in Virginia Beach's African- 
American community has led 
Stampede officials to take a 30- 
day postponement before contin- 
uii^ with develo{Hnent plans. 

The city said that several 
African-Americans in the com- 
munity were scheduled to visit 
the Myrtle Beach ]soduction to 
draw first-hand a}nclusions of the 
show's merits. 

A town meeting has been 
scheduled for Thursday. June 3 at 
7 p.m. in the Coitral Librwy, f<x 
citizens to voice their feelings 
about the proposal. 

Tte Dixie Sttmpede is a com- 
bination dinner theater and song 
and dance extravaganza which is 
scheduled to open at the 
Oceanfront during Memorial Day 
wedcnid 1994. 



The Stampede is a production 
of the DoUywood Company, of 
Pigeon Forge, tenn., an enter- 
tainment enterprise owned by 
country and western singer and 
actress, Dolly Param. 

If plans continue, Virginia 
Beach will be the third location 
for the Stampede. Other sites are 
Pigeon Forge and Myrtle Beach, 
South Carolina. 

"There is a strong sense of 
community in Virginia Beach, 
which is a tandem with Dixie 
Stampede's commitment to 
community involvement," said 
Fred Hardwick, presicfent and 
CEO of the company. 

It's estimated that the Dixie 
Stampede will contribute nearly 
$1 million annually in direct rev- 
enues to the city through 
amusement, ailes, real estate and 
personal ptapcTty taxes. An esti- 
m^ed $S.S million will be spent 
in Virginia Beach annually 
through payroll, food and other 
operating expenses, according to 
rqxxts. 

The Stampede should also en- 
courage extended stays of 
overnight visitors to the resort 
city, Hardwick said. 

Dijde Stampede wUl 

be built a block from the 
Oceanfront at Pacific mi Arctic 
Avenues, between 18th and 2(hh 
streets. 

Occupying the site curroitly is 
The Dome, Virginia Beach's

Police Precinct and the 
Oceanfront Library, would be 
demolished to make way for the 
90,000 square-feet facility on 8.5 
acres of resort propmy. 

With a seating capacity of 
1,000. the $7.5 million 
Stampede will inclucte a perfor- 
maiK:e arena, stage area and sta- 
bles for animals used in the 
show. On-site parking will be 
provided for 630 vehichles and 
tour buses. 

"I think this is really great and 
a big plus for Virginia Beach," 
said City Councilman James 
Brazier, Jr. "In spite of some of 
the controversy over symbolisms 
offensive to African-Americans, 
these (Dixie Stampede execu- 
tives) are smart businessmen and 
they are willing to work with 
peq)le to remove anything which 
is negative." 

Councilman Paul Lantaigne 
said he visited the Dixie 
Stampede in Myrtle Beach and 



came away with a positive and 
entertaining experience. 

"The Stampede is just the type 
of family-oriented en^rtainment 
enterprise we need for the city," 
he^d. "We should Udce advan- 
tage of our assets and develop 
recreational sites when pf^sbfe." 

Trick horse riders, southern 
belles adorned in 1800s period 
costumes, and lads dressed in blue 
and grey, will romp and stomp 
for more than an hmv in song, 
rodeo style exhibitions and con- 
trived games pitting one side of 
the audience, the South, against 
the other, the NcHth. 

In addition to the entertain- 
ment. Stampede visitors will dine 
on fmger food featuring, veg- 
etable soup, chicken, smoked 
ribs, com on the cob, iMtked 
potato, Dixie bread, specialty 
deserts and coffee, tea or Pepsi.

Things there had changed consider- 
ably. Now they had running water, 
postexchanges, churches, good drink- 
ing water, food and most of all, no 
Japs to shoot at them. The Army 
Malarial Control Unit had done a 
good job in the area of prevention by 
insisting that the troops use mosquito 
nets at all times during the night and 
the use of insect repellent 

The reduction of malaria cases had 
dn)iq)ed drastically. Guadalcanal was 
one of the first islands in the Pa;ific 
where dichlorodiphenyltrichlo- 
roethane (D.D.T.) was tested for 
mosquito and fly control. Capt. RL. 
Tindole, a cousin of Brad's from 
Stublin, was attached to thA^mitlhw 
was responsible for malaria control' 
on Guadalcanal and Bougainville. 
Brad took a few minutes to visit the 
cemetery to pay final tribute to his 
fallen comrades.

Little theatre's 
"Lettice" is well 
worth goiilg to see

The Litde Theatre of Virginia 
BejKh is to be congratulated on its 
cunnit production, "Lettice and 
Lovage." a comedy by British bom, 
Peter Shaffw. audior (rf "Amadous." 

SkillMly directed by Betty Gray, 
who is well remembered for h» 
LTVB directing of "The Texas 
Trilogy," this show sparics along 
nicely through all diree acts; a diffi- 
cult task for any directo'. 

Susan StiUman, of television 
fame, makes her debut widi LTVB 
as Lettice Douffett, an enchanting, 
eccentric woman who lives entirely 
in the world of the theatre adapting 
reality to fantasy and causing havoc 
along the way. 

The role is a demanding one as 
Ms. Stillman is the one char«:ter in 
the play who is on stage at all time 
-and constantly speaking. Her dic- 
tion is excellent as is her voice. He 
stage appearance is delightful. 

Complemoiting her is Ann 
Heywood as Lotti Schoen, a 
woman tripped in a job she finds 
unsuitable to her inner yearnings, 
yet necessary to meet her financial 
responsibilities. 

Ms. Heywood is no stranger to 
the stage and skillfully allows the 
characto' role to unfold as the play 
progr^ses. When her inhibitions 
are uncorted dirough die consump- 
tion of a medieval drink, she at 
once endears herself to the audience 
and becomes a woman in her own 
right 

The play is too long. If it were 
not {(a die excellent directing and 
die high energy of die actors, it 
could prove unsuccessful. In this 
case, however, die reverse is true 
and die show is remarkably success- 
ful, appealing well to die audi- 
ences. 

While die major characters are 
beautifully portrayed, more mtoi- 
tion should be given to die intopre- 
tation of die minor roles and direc- 
tion of dwse characters in order for 
this to be a highly professional 
prodiKtion. 

The story involves Lettice, a 
woman raised by a diealrical 
. mother, who as an adult has diffi- 
" cul^ Jidjusting to life and finding 
suitable anpfoyment as she con- 
standy fabricates history when she 
works as a tour guide. She is fi- 
nally befriended by Lottie, die 
woman from die Preservation Trust 
who has recendy fired ha, but who 
admires ho^ for her lack of inhibi- 
tions. 

The hectic friendship diat devel- 
ops and how die two women finally 
resdve dieir unh^^y employment 
situation is what the play is about 
It also carries a powerfiil message 
for not only women, but for all 
who benK^n dieir fate, to do some- 
thing constructive about it 

Very well worth seeing!

Our Roadway Construction Pro- 
gram continues to show the positive 
and {Hogressive results that began 
sevoal years ago. 

In fiscal year 1992 (July 1991 to 
June 1992) we completed seven ma- 
jor roadway 
projects having 
an overall 
value of $57 
million, and 
woriced closely 
with the Virg- 
inia Depart-' 
ment of Tnui- 
sportation 
(VDOT) to 
complete two 
additional {so- 
jects. 

When com- 
bined with our 
fully city- 
funded proj- 
ects, diis rep- 
resented a toud 
fiscal year 1992 transpOTtation net- 
work improvement valued in excess 
of $97 million. By the end of this 
current fiscal year, which runs through 
June 1993, die Department of PuWic 
Works forecasts thai an additional 
ninecity and VDOT roadway projects 
will be completed. 

These 18 projects, with an aggre- 
gate total worth of $ 1 S3 million, will 
improve or develop almost 20 miles 
of die city's old load system, replace 
four inadequate bridges with new 
improved structures, and provide 
needed parking and acce^ improve- 
ment at the Virignia Beach campus 
of die Tidewater Community Col- 
lege. 

Several of these recendy completed 
projects are particularly noteworthy. 
Dam Neck Road Phase I, provides 
a new east-west corridor from Hol- 
land Road to General Boodi Boule- 
vard. Dam Neck Road Kiase n ex- 
tends this new east-west highway 
from General Boodi Boulevard as a 
four lane divided high way to the Dam 
Neck Naval Facility; Ferrell ftuk- 
way (Phase IB) and Princess Anne 
Road Phase III extend four and eight 
lanes respectively from Pleasant Val- 
ley Road to Landstown Road. 

The latter roadway is undergoing 
expansion from two lanes to a four- 
lanedi,Y|<J94Ppnfigurationand.when 
completed later this year, will, aim- 
plete a new east- west roadway cwri- 
dor extending from the Navy's Dam 
Neck Facility to 1-64. 

Independence Boulevard Phase m, 
in die heart of die Pembroke Busi- 
ness District, provides an eight-lane 
divided highway improvement that 
begins at Mount Trashmore, pro- 
ceeds ncHlhward through die Toll 
Road interchange to Jeanne Street 
and saves die Pembroke Mall area.

This new 
facility iqilaces ai antiquated (dd 
swing span and inovides a 6S-foot 
clearance over the Intercoastal Wa- 
terway, 10 acccNnmodaie die naviga- 
tional neecb of (me (rf our isimary 
wamways while maintaining unin- 
temqited vehicular movements. 

We are ahio continu- 
ing die widening and beautifica- 
tkm efforts along Adandc Avenue. 
By June 1993, we will have com- 
pleted five of die eight sections of 
die project from RudM Inlet to 42nd 
Street and started two of die remain- 
ing final date projects on Adantic 
Avenue and related side streets and 
connector parks. 

Today, die city is facing tougher 
economic times; however, in re- 
sponse to diB, City CoiHicil is judi- 
ciously reducing the amount of 
money alkx:ated to roadways in die 
future. 

Currendy, we still have many ac- 
tive {sojects in our program for fu- 
ture construction. Independence 
Boulevard Phase IV-A for example, 
will extend die In^pendoice Bou- 
levard improvements north from 
Jeanne Street with a six-lane project 
to Pembn^e Boulevard. We have 
also C(Mnpleted design of Centerville 
Tiffnpike Phase I A, and Indian River 
Road Phase V and plan to start con- 
struction later diis year for bodi of 
diose projects. Th^ two projects 
will improve die roadway capacity 
and vehicular movement from 1-64 
into die Kemps ville borough, as well 
as to points south and east 

Our past and present accomplish- 
ments have placed Virginia Beach at 
the leading edge of municipalities in 
Virginia, as well as die nation in 
developing our transportation sys- 
tem. Iliese accomplishments have 
been in response to the growing needs 
of rapid development in die '80's 
and our strong tourist attractions 
which continue to bring millions of 
visiting motorists to our clean sandy 
beadles each year. 

Wis m quite prodd of die accom- 
plishments we have made widi our 
transportation program and are lo(dc- 
ing forward to future opportunities to 
improve the quality oflife for our 
residents and visifM^ to our fair city.

David Henley, whose worics will 
be shown at Artists at Work, 
Gallery and Studios, 2407 Pacific 
Avenue, Virginia Beach beginning 
June 3, admits his introduction into 
art came when at Ave years old he 
decided to redecorate the family 
home with finger paints. 

"My work was totally rejected by 
my parents," he recalled, but that 
didn't stem his natural creativity and 
from then on, the world of art 
beckoned and he responded. Today 
Henley's work in grajrfiite is na- 
tionally recognized. 

Experimenting with various 
medium, the artist eventually dis- 
covered he liked graphite best. 

"Graphite seems to flow like wa- 
ter when I'm drawing," he said. 
"The pencil feels like an extension 
of myself, almost like another fin- 
ger." 

He draws from life, from his 
heart, and adheres to no particular 
discipline in his work life; rather 
works by mood, or "the creative 
moment," as he calls it. 

An outstanding example of this 
mood drawing is a work which will 
be on i(mn for the exhibit purchai^ 
previously by an art collector and 
entitled: "Blues in Yellow," a still 
life depicting the windowsill of a 
poor tenement house viewed from 
the outside. On the sill is a can of 
yellow paint, a lemon and below 
the sill a yellow eviction notice. 

"It represents a desire to better 
life but an eviction notice has been 
served. The lemon shows the bit- 
Vsmess of it all," explained Henley. 

The focal point of his 
show will be a large stilllife, 
measuring 28"x34" entitled: 
"Empty Shells," showing a human 
skull, an empty shot gun shell, a 
walnut shell, a snail shell and wasp 
nest. Striking, provocative, one 
looks closely to Hnd the meaning, 
but it's all there says the /^artist: 
"All things are shredded, thrown 
away or ignwed. We tend to bury

or hide or ignore these unpleasant 
things. We don't care to admit 
they're there, rather to ignore them. 
But they are still there." 

Henley works mostly 

in his soidio in his home in the 
Western Branch area of Chesapeake 
where he lives with his wife, 
Barbara and teenage daughter, 
Haley, both of whom not only 
support him in his work but are 
proud of the fact that his work is 
becoming increasingly more popu- 
lar and well known. 

The artist has taken many awards 
and honors, including the third 
place honor in the "21st Annual 
Traveling Competition" Ward- 
Nasse Gallery, New York, ^fY 
Greensboro Cultural Center, 
Greensboro, NC - 1991. Other ex- 
hibits and awards include: The 29th 
"Irene Leach Memorial" Biennial 
Exhibition, Chrysler Museum, 
Norfolk, Va. He is also President 
of the Tidewater Artist's 
Association for 1992-93. 

Henley's intent in his work is to 
share his view of the ordinary and 
he often accomplishes this through 
the subtle \is& of symbolic represra- 
tation. He has great appreciation 
also of the environment and many 
of his drawings are small intimate 
works concerning this. To study 



the environment, he will leave his 
studio and sketch, perhaps during 
one of this walks, a bird's nest 
where the bird has used a man made 
item, i.e. a gum wrapper to feather 
its nest. 

The titles of the pictures usually 
tell what the work is about as each 
carries a message. Fifteen of his 
works will be on display at the 
Virginia Beach pllery from June 3 
to June 29, when Henley then heads 
for Fairfield, Conn., for a group 
exhibit at the Thomas Walsh 
GaUery. 

An introspective person, the 
artist gives credit to Bene' Wilson, 
a teacher at Tidewater Community 
College, whom he says made an 
impact on his work. 

"She helped me become more 
open, to express myself more freely 
and to take chances with my work," 
Henley said. 

Today, his natural talent has de- 
veloped, matured yet he still works, 
as he de^Tibes it, from his heart 

This work seems also to be 
touching the hearts of those in the 
art world as more and more collec- 
tors are including the work on 
David Henley in their collectioas.

Keep it simple

Landscape design is an art - the 
art of arranging the out-of-(kx)rs to 
provide a maximum of enrichment 
andenjoynient. 

Hie key to most good art is sim- 
plicity, so a well-desiped garden is 
often most beautifiil and functional 
when executed in a simple manner. 
It will be less costly and require 
less ufkeep as well. 

Simplicity in ganten design may 
be achievedjby gjmuping plants that 
are alike in lines or masses that 
serve a (^finite function. A random 
scattering of plants creates a sense 
of dis(»ganization and a lack of or- 
der and belongu^. 

Gardens that are overplanted like 
a poorly arranged room, do not 
function well. Kikjw how you will 
use a plant betort bringing it home 
to avoid overplanting. 

In landscape desip, you must 
consicter both planted spaces and 
unplanted spaces. An c^n lawn w 
tlM shape of the lawn near a curbed 
bed takes on a form as a result of 
die sh^ of the nraiby planted area. 
Too many turns in a garden design 
can (kstroy the crisp beauty of a 
simple line and add maintenance - 
extra turns mean extn labor and 
time. 




Foundation plantings, 

the plantings surrounding a build- 
ing, originated when homes were 
raised off the ground surface. 
Modern construction techniques 
have made the unnecessary. 

Many shrubs planted near founda- 
tions need continual pruning to 
keep them within bounds and out of 
wimlows. They cover the lines of 
the house and serve no true func- 
tion. Often the home would look 
bettK and be easier to paint and 
maintain if some w all of the foun- 
dation shrubs woe removed. 

By contrast, over-simplicity in 
the garden may lead to monotony 
and a lade (^ intoest Like a feather 
in a hat or a tasteful necktie, 
splashes of color or key accent 
plantings, when properly placed, 
make an otherwise average land- 
sdqie mcne inviting and interesting. 

Adiieving the proper balance be- 
tweca c^n and planted si»ces and 
how they function for your family 
is the key to a good home land- 
scttpc. You can hire a professional 
to do the job or spend some time 
Oudying landscape design and con- 
stnKtim bocdcs to (k) it youi^lf. 

Whichever a^ppsoach you choose, 
keep it simple for the sake of 
bcmtgaaihsaciksa.

The cigarette tax is one tax 
which legislators can increase with 
a clear conscience. And Virginia 
Beach City Council is well aware 
of this as die legislators ponder up- 
ping the local tax from 20 cents to 
25 cents per 20-cipTene pack. 

Not only would the city receive 
additional revenues (an estimated 
$815,881 to $947,475), but the 
higher cigarette prices could dis- 
courage people from smoking ~ and 
that's good. 

Councilmember Robert W. 
Clybum said that as a member of 
the health community, he is a 



pharmacist, the tax would t>e 
worthwhile even if it discouraged 
one person from smoking. 

"If it encourages one kid [to slop 
smoking]," said Councilmember 
James W. Brazier Jr., "I'm all for 
it."

Vice Mayor William D. Sess(Hns 
Jr. questioned increasing the tax 
no# because of the potential loss of 
business for local retailers, espe- 
cially those on the North Carolina 
border. 

E. Dean Block, director of man- 
agement and budget, said the higho 
tax may create a downward drop in 
sales between eight percent and 10 
percent, a projection based on the 
decrease in sales experienced the 
year after the city's last tex rate in- 
crease in 1988-89. The actional 
revenue estimate was based with a 
reduction in mind. 

The initiative to consider the tax 
hike came from Hilton Oliver, a lo- 
cd attoney who is active with the 
Virginia Group to Alleviate 
Smcddng in Public (GASP).

Former local doctor loses license

Sidney S. Loxley's medical li- 
cense has been suspended, for a pe- 
riod not less than one year, by the 
Virginia Board of Medicine. 

Loxley, an orthopaedic surgeon, 
who has practiced medicine in 
Chesapeake, also had an office on 
Indq)endence Boulevard. 

The indefinite suspension speci- 
fies that Loxley cannot apply for re- 
instatement for at least one year. 

Loxley was convicted in 1992 in 
Chesapeake's Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations District Court 
on a charge of contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor. He was 
charged with having an affair with a 
17-year-old Great Bridge High 
School student and served six weeks 
in the Chesapeake city jail. He has 
since marri^ the woman, who is 
now an adult. 

Following an investigation by 
the Virginia Department of Health 
Professions, which includes 
Virginia's health hcensing and reg- 
ulatory boards, the Board of 
Medicine issued a bill of particulars 
against Loxley, including the con- 
tributing to the delinquency of a 
minor charge; the inappropriate pre- 
scribing of birth control pills to the 
minor, which was deemed contrary 
to sound medical judgment; and, the 
suspension of his medical staff 
privileges at Chesapeake General 
Hospital for suspected alcohol 
abuse, misrepresentation of facts to 
the hospital's administration, pro- 
viding medical treatment outside his 
speciality, and his history of 100 
percent medicid chart review. 

Following a three- 



hour hearing, and one-hour 
and 1 S minutes of deliberation, the 
board upheld the allegations in the 
bill of particulars against Loxley. 
In addition to the suspension of his 
medical license, Loxley must sub- 
mit the results of a psychiatric and 
psychological evaluation to the 
board, and show that he has com- 
pleted 60 hours of continuing medi- 
cal education including 20 hoiu^ of 
medical ethics concerning the pa- 
tient/physician relationship, if he 
decides to apply for reinstatment. 

An informal conference commit- 
tee of the board met with Loxley in 
February and recommended that the 
full board consider his case. 

Loxley has previously stated he 
would not lose his license. 

"1 can't imagine I'll ultimately 
lose," Loxley said in a recent in- 
terview with The Virginia Beach 
Sun, "because no violations have 
occured. The board has no ieason 
to take my license away. My rela- 
tionship with Cheri (with whom 
Loxley had the affair and to whom 
he is now married) did not interfere 
with my ability to take care of my 
patients." 

Loxley's suspension will be ef- 
fective when a formal, written ordet 
is signed by the chairperson of the 
board. A spokesperson for the 
board said diis ususally takes place 
within two or three days of the 
f(smal hearing. 

Neither Loxley, nor his attorney, 
Robert E. Kowalsky, Jr., were 
available fw comment 

It is not known whether Loxley 
will appeal the suspension, accord- 
ing to Wayne Farrar, Virginia 
Department of Health Professions.

The Big One is ccwning. It's name might be Bret, or Katrina, 
or Rita or ViiK*. 

The hurricane season started June 1, aiKl Qiesapeake, along 
with every other metropolitan area up and down the east CMSt 
and along the Gulf of Mexico, should be bracing for a 
showdown. 

HuiTicane Andrew, a categOTy level 4 storm, ravaged south 
Florida in September 1992 with wind speeds in excess of 155 
mph and killed 15 people aiKl caused billions of dollars in 
property and environmental damage. Andrew skimmed past 
the population dense portion of the state. Had it hit Miami head 
on, damage estimates would have been 10 times worse. 

The National Hurricane Centn- warns rongested areas in 10 
different states, including Virginia, will face massive 
evacuations with the potential of mass casualties, tens of 
billions of dollars in damage and untold human misery when a 
sxann equal to or grater than Andrew strike^. 

According to the U.S. Meteorological Service, Hurricane 
Andrew and Hurricane Hugo in 1989 which struck the 
Carolinas, also a category 4 level stcrnn, signaled the end of a 
20-year lull in hurricane activity. 

During that 20-year period, the U.S. coastal population has 
increased by one-third, and Virginia has seen its oceanside 
population jump by nacwe than wie-half million people. 

Local areas such as Sandbridge, the oceanfront in Virginia 
Beach, and the shoreline of the lower Chesapeake Bay face the 
ix>tential of enormous loss if a stonn even approaching the 
magnitude of Andrew strikes. 

Ifampton Roads, with its proximity to the Outer Banks of 
North Carolina, would be an evacuation nightmare if a major 
storm comes ashore. But perhaps the worst scenario would be 
the failure of people to leave once warnings arc given by the 
authorities. Highways in and around Hampton Roads are 
already marked with highway evacuation routes. It would be 
smart fw motorists to begin familiarizing themselves with these 
routes. 

It's also never to early to begin thinking of making the most 
basic preparations for storm survival: batteries, cancUes, heavy 
duty tape, canned goods and powdered milk, radios, 
flashlights, first aid boxes, even a blanket or two should be 
kept on hand. 

Even witii the likelihood of 12 ot nrore hours warning of an 
approaching storm, waiting until tht last minute is risky and 
foolish.

In the Ai»il 28, 1993 edition of The Virginian- 
Pilot, I was shocked, ^jpalled, upset and highly puz- 
zled by the remarks regarding expansion of the 
Seataclc Recreation Center.

Fot the past several day s the news- 
papers and airways have beoi inun- 
datal with glowing speeches firom 
General Norman Schwarzkopt (the 
hero of DesmStorm),General Colin 
Powell, Chair- 
man of the 
Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Vice 
President Al 
G(»e and that 
great patriot 
and comman- 
der of all the 
armed forces, 
slick Willie 
Clinton. 

The subject 
of those spee- 
ches has been 
about the high 
quality and 
preparedness 
-^——-~— of the U.S. 
armed forces. 

Schwarzkopt went so far as to say 
that the U.S. armed forces of today 
are the finest in history. Qinton, 
Gore and Powell also sang high 
praises of the military. Gore in a 
speech recwitly at Langley Air Force 
Base stated that "very seldom in my 
career have 1 been as impressed as I 
have been today with the perfor- 
mance and quality of an organiza- 
uon." 

While I disagree with 
Schwarzkopt about today's armed 
forces being the finest in history, I 
did hold them in high esteem when lo 

Aspin spoke of 
"warning signs'* and 
lower quality re- 
cruits. 

and behold, I read in the June 3 edi- 
tion of The Virginian-Pilot and Led- 
ger-Star that Defense Secretary Les 
Aspin sees "a decline in quality of the 
military." 

Aspin, who has just returned from 
a business- vacation trip to Rome and 
Venice with a female friend, at what 
cost to the taxpayer only God knows, 
says that the rapid drawdown of re- 
cent years as well as contention over 
issu^ such as gays and women in the 
military, further threaten military 
readiness. 

Aspin, in a speech at the Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs spoke 
of "warning signs," and of Iowa- 
quality recruits and of trouble in the 
military supplies system. 

Aspin did point out that we are in 
far, far better shjqie than we were at 
the end of the Vietnam drawdown, 
but said that only 94 percent of the 
new recruits have high-school diplo- 
mas, compared with 97 percent two 
years ago and only 70 percent are 
scoring in the apper half in entrance 
exams down from 7S percent in 
1991. A^in also cited trouble in 
other areas such as a greater time lag 
in getting replacement parts and 
backlogs in the maintenance of 
equipment and vehicles. 

Now, if the secret^ of Defraise 
feels that way, then how can 
Schwarzkopt, Powell, Gore and 
Clinton come to the conclusion that 
we have the finest armed forces with 
the highest quality in history? It just 
doesn't square. I don't thiiUc any of 
them know what the hell is going on.

Respond»its 
were evenly split on agreeing and 
disagreeing with the statement that 
"Students at my school consistently 
do high quality wwlc." The range of 
responses varied greatly among 
schools. The chart below shows re- 
sponses for high quality student wwk 
and parental involvement in their 
child's education in two elementary 
schools and for all schools in the 
school system. 

Teachers believe that parental in- 
volvement has increased over last 
year. Seven percent (57 percent v. 50 
percent) more lexhers claimed that 
parents are actively involved in their 
children's education than did in the 
1992 survey. This is a positive sign 
and probably indicates that teachers 
are becoming more successful in their 
efforts to involve parents in taking a 
greater interest in the academic suc- 
cess of their children. 

Since student achievement is sig- 
nificantly influenced by school cli- 
mate and school leadership, the asso-

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Civil War reenactors Iceep history alive

It ended 128 yess ago. Most 
all invfrf^^ ae now dead. But it 
isn't ova-. The same m^umom 
still arise, tlw same l^les are 
being fought, co^^ring iIk same 
^txmd ova- and over and over. 

Southerners have long been 
criticized of keeping the Civil 
War going. MJ. Forbes and 
B.M. Williams of Chesapeake 
would have to agree. They're 
partly responsible. They still 
fight the Civil War - idtout IS 
times a year! 

The (wo men ace.part of the 
15th Princess Anne Cavalry, a 
Civil War re-^iaclmem grcMq). 

"Capuin" M.J. Forbes, a 
NADEP aircraft mechanic in real 
life, grew up in Great Bridge, but 
now lives in Northwest with is 
wife and three children. How did 
he become a Civil War re-enac- 
toi? 

"Growing up I was always in- 
terested in the War Between the 
States - whenever 1 could, I read 
about it or watched old movies 
about it," Fnbes said. 

While watching the re-enact- 
ment of the battle of Gettysburg 
on T.V. during the bicentennial 
celebration in 1976 Forbes be- 
cfflne "hooked" 

"I couldn't believe they re-en- 
act^ it So I kept tracing around; 
it look me four years lo even find 
a unit, but I finely found some. 1 
did cavalry and helped to start an 
infantry unit then went back to 
cavalry again," he said. 

Rirbes and Eric Jensen began 
the 15th Princess Anne Cavalry 
regiment in 1989. "I like horses; 
I used to show horses what I was 
younger, so die Civil War and 
horses all worked together," 
Forbes said; 

And alniMt anything 
anyone wants to know about 
horses and the Civil War, he can 
tell. "Everybody diinks the cal- 
vary was so much emei than the 
infantry, aad it was. £H)n't get 
me wnmg, but those guys got so 



exhausted tfaitt they'd Cril adeq> 
riding in die saddle. 

"One time J.E.B. Stuart went 
m a soMiting missicm up around 
Rkhmond and tlK men didn't 
even imsaddte die horses for 10 
days. To feed them diey took die 
Ivkiles <M and aood dme widi 
diem K> di« if diey ^ attacked 
diey could just slip die bridle 
beck on and ikie ofif," he said. 

Fori)es also recounts the time 
die cavalry went mit on a wmier 
raid dressed in rags because that 
was all di^ had. "When diey re- 
turned diey were dresed in die 
GiK»t imifimns. die fined Unkn 
uniforms money co^ deaT"' 

He tells of die regiment dat 
hsin't «uen in days when diey 
came across a snudl sum that 
only h»l crackos and molasses. 
They bou^t what they could. 
Afya »:o(9ing up die molasses 
widi the crackers, one soldier 
wrote diat "it was die best meal 
he'd ever esiai in his life." 

Forbes adds. "These are the 
diings we tiy to learn about; lit- 
Ue stories that aren't in die his- 
toiy books. Tbai's why we try to 
keep this alive, because people 
forget what diey soldiers went 
dirough. We all enjoy history; 
we want to portray it, live it as 
ckise as we can. We want to keep 
die memory of our ancestors 
alive. They fought for and be- 
lieved in a cause." 

"Trooper" B.M. WUliams. like 
Forbes, has lived in Chesapeake 
all his life and als) like Forbes 
grew up with a love of history. 
He resi(^ in die Fentress area 
with his wife and two children 
and has worked with the local 
tdei^wne company, as he puts it, 
"many, many years." 

Williams is a direct 
descendant of a Civil 

War soldier. "My great grandfa- 
ther was a soldier in the Army of 
Nmhem Virginia. He was trans- 
ferred to diclSUi battalion heavy 
artillery in 1861 and served with 
Stonewall Jackson at 
Chancellorsville, Uien followed 



Gen^ Lee bom 1863 until 
IMS. He was part of die rear 
guard that wm soit to skm down 
die Union avalry diat Uly^ 
Grant had srat in aftea- die fall of 
Richmond. He elected mm to sur- 
render, not to take a pa^don. On 
or about April 16th he was cap- 
tived snnewhere in the vk:inity 
of MncKS Amie CouithouM ami 
imprisoned at Fort Monro6 in 
latt k^ 1865," Williams nM. 

Williams says that having a 
Civil Warnoestor is not dm un- 
DMal for most re-«iactors. "It's 
not just mine eg Captain Forbes, 
a kit <tf the re-enactors can trace 
— dieir ancestral history to a great 
grandfEUho-, great, great grandfa- 
tte- or a great uncle and they take 
a great deal of pride in it And it's 
not just die Confederates but also 
die Umon side." 

He has some very good bmtis 
who will wear dw "Union blue" 
so diat die gmaps can skirmish, 
and has occasionally done diat 
himself. "The reason diat we do 
that is so we can maintain accu- 
racy in die pcxtrayal of oar ances- 
tral hiaoiy," Williams explained. 

The 15th Cavalry also p(»trays 
die 6di U.S. Cavalry. "We picked 
diem because diey were started by 
President Lincoln at die first of 
die war. They lasted dirough die 
war, fought the Indians with 
Geronimo, went on and are still 
in Texas today," F(n1)es said. 

Accuracy is very important to 
Williams. He contoids that most 
histOTy bodes don't really "tell it 
the way it actually was" concern- 
ing the war, but "die books were 
written by die winning side, it's 
something we have to live with." 

They get a chance to tell dieir 
side because they're often asked 
to give talks to school groups. 
Some schools have even asked 
them to ccmie out and give a liv- 
ing history demonstration. 

"Because of our studies, read- 
ing, physically getting to partici-

pate and feeling as well as sedng 
some of the diings diat umk 
place, we are able to pcntray diat 
history a litde bit better and more 
proficiendy than, and nothing 
against the teacher, the histoy 
teacher," WUliams said. 

TTie cavalry performs whenever 
their schedules allow. 
"Unfortunately, we have a "for 
real" job. We sometimes wish we 
could do it as a real job," 
Williams said. 

The historical accuracy even 
shows in the costumes. The uni- 
forms are authentic. "Their sum- 
mer uniform was made out pf 
wool because wool was durable. 
Cotton woiUd wear out too fa^ 
Wool wouW last" 

So die re-cnactors wear wool 
and long Johns" underneath to 
keep the wool from scratching. 
Both Forbes and Williams admit 
to getting "a litde warm" during 
re-enactments. The unifwms and 
other accessories are sold by 
"sutders" who also attend re-en- 
acunent events. 



According to Wil- 
liams, "Each aoojpet, regard- 
less of status, acquires their own 
mounts. We're completely self- 
sufficient. We're a non-profit or- 
ganization and we're all volun- 
teers. Since we do have non- 
profit status we are able to re- 
ceive contributions on a tax-de- 
ferred basis if someone so elects 
to do so." 

Each man also has to supply 
his own uniforms, weapons, ac- 
countranents, saddle, tack and his 
own transportation to and from 
events. Fcnhes says that being a 
cavahy re-cnactor "isn't really an 
expensive hobby once you get 
your stuff. After diat it's just gas 
and powder. One dung diat's odd, 
we told you diat each man had to 
furnish his own h(»se and equip- 
ment, that's the way it was in the 
Confederate Army," Forbes con- 
tinues. 

Have die re-enact(»s encoun- 
tered much controv^^ (v oiqxi- 
sition portraying the Confederate 



Amiy? 

Williams says diat "on occa- 
sion we have bem sfiproached and 
comments have been made by 
particular indivuluals. We've been 
able to not argue with that indi- 
vidual, but show diem through 
our knowledge and expotise d^t 
there is an alternate view. 
CMilentimes we're successful. We 
have documentation from our 
soudiem ancestors to show that 
diere is anodier particular side to 
die story. "We have gotten into 
some verbal confrontations even 
with our re-enactment buddies on 
the other side once in a while. 
They feel as strong about what 
diey do in blue as we do in what 
we do in gray." 

The 15th Princess Anne 
Cavalry averages one re-enact- 
ment a mondi. Its primary, pur- 
pose is "to honor our ancestors 
by giving a true and accurate por- 
trayal of the facts of the 
American Civil War," Williams 
^d. We don't change history, we 
just try to re-enact it"

some people today want the govern- 
ment to abandon, like Social Secu- 
rity. 

"Maybe by today's standards we 
were poor. I knew my parents 
struggled financially," Alley con- 
tinued. "Nowhere'swherelgetcomy. 
We were rich in 'family.' We talked 
and listened to each other and really 
appreciated each other. I've never 
found anything better than my fam- 
ily. I'm really fortunate lobe 57 years 
old and still get to go home and see 
my parents. Now my grandchildren 
are part of the same kind of experi- 
ence." 

The small town of Fries 

and a 1940's radio show "The Big 
Story" were the roots for Alley's jour- 
nalistic career. 

"The environment in Fries helped 
me be an observer but that radio show 
just absolutely fascinated me. It was 
a yam about a reporter. From the first 
time 1 heard it I knew I wanted to be 
a journalist," Alley said. 

His first job was reporting high 
school sports for the Gazette in nearby 
Galax. 

"1 was still in high school when the 
editor came to me and asked me if I'd 
write about the sports in Fries. 

"Problem was 1 found myself writ- 
ing about myself. I was involved in a 
lot of sports, baseball, football, bas- 
ketball and I was reporting on all of 
them. But all the articles had my by- 
line and I usually had my name in the 
first paragraph. Got a lot of coverage 
that way, though," he said. 

Alley attended Hiwassee Junior 
College in Tennessee. "Best thing 
about it was meeting my wife," he 
said. Alley then attended East Ten- 
nessee State University. 

"After graduation I got a reporting 
job at the Kingsport Times-News and 
later in Roanoke before I look a pub- 
lic relations job with Eastman- 
Kodak," Alley said. 

"I started looking for another news 
job pretty quick and in 1965 1 started 
with the Ledger," he said. 

A long-forgotten radio show may 
have jolted Alley towards journal- 



ism, but it was a small-town news- 
p^)er general manager who had the 
most influence in how his career was 
shaped. 

"Ralph Dissler was the general 
maiu^er and editor at Kingsport He 
came up through the ranks and was at 
home in the composing room or sit- 
ting down with the folks from the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

"He taught me about honesty. You 
know sometimes I think we newspa- 
per people, lose sight of why we get 
into this business. 

"Fot most of us, we realize that 
here's a job where I can really make 
a difference. I was green as a gourd 
when I got outof collegeand I learned 
as I went along," he said. 

"You can pretty much take any- 
body who has a little writing ability 
and teach them the mechanics of writ- 
ing a news story. But you can't teach 
ethics (X integrity." 

Alley admits there's a 

sometimes crossover in his editorial 
writings between his personal life 
and his jwofessional objectivity. 

"I can't completely separate the 
two. But I try hard not to wear the two 
hats at the same time," Alley said. 

"I have strong convictions. I don't 
like abortion, it's creepy, and I'm not 
in favor of government controlling a 
woman's Ufe. I'm strong on affirma- 
tive action and civil rights. 

"I didn'tlike Desert Storm, butl'm 
not anti-miUtary. I just don't support 
war. 

"And I don't buy into the anti- 
welfaie movement going on today. I 
believe government does have to take 
a role in helping people who are down 
and out," he said. 

Alley often addresses school groups 
where the liberal image his readers 
have tagged on him, and which he 
accepts, isn't such an accurate label. 

"Sometimes I speak to high school 
and college classes. I even have some 
good friends at Regent University, 
which may surprise some people, who 
think they'regoing to hear some wild- 
eyed newspaperman. Only they 
mostly hear somebody who pretty 
much shares their (pinions," Alley 
said. 



"I'm justa guy who has a job where 
he gets to speak his mind and then 
goes home to the same house he's 
lived in for 28 years, in one of two old 
cars he owns." Alley lives in the 
CaroUane Farms section of 
Kempsville. 

Listening to others speak their 
minds is a major chore of Alley 's job. 

"I believe in letting people have 
their say in their letters to the editor. 
I never throw any of them away md 
if they're in the bounds of good taste 
they'll get printed," he said. 

Alley was raised on radio and nur- 
tured by the printed word. But, tele- 
vision, he says, has taken control of 
people's hves. 

"I don't care much for today's 
movies or television shows or for a 
lot of what passes as entertainment. 
But we've got free speech. Unfortu- 
nately, a lot of people with power 
exploit free speech and don't seem to 
care about the moral underpinning of 
the countfy. Making money and lots 
of it, is their only priority," he said. 

"I watch some news. And 1 like 
Picket Fences, Northern Exposure 
and Homefront. 

*'The best movie I've seen in a 
wMcis A River RanThroughlt. You 
can see my entertainment tastes run a 
pretty conservative course," he said. 

Alley might delight in serene mov- 
ies about fly-fishing, but he loses all 
controlover University of Tennessee 
football and basketball games. 

"I literally go insane during foot- 
ball and basketball season. >■ 

"A couple years ago there was a 
UTfootballgame on TV, butit wasn't 
televised around here. The closest 
channel covering the game was in 
Richmond, so I just drove up there, 
rented a motel room, watched the 
game and came on home," he said. 

"Yeah, they won!" 

Alley's been editor at the Beacon 
for six years and he claims his readers 
and letter writers have become con- 
sistently angrier and more frightened 
during that time. 

"Whenever I write anything that's 
anti-handgun, the negative response 
is overwhelming. People believe they 
need to be armed because they think

"Quakers were the first group of 
people to organize opposition to 
slavery in this counu^," explained 
the Quaker. "We come from all 
walks of life," he said, citing 
Richard Nixon and the famous 
William ^enn, whom he said, was 
the son of a nobleman in England 
who became a Quaker and was then 
sent to America. 

Another Quaker was Smedley 
Butler, who was a U.S. Marine be- 
tween WWI and WWII, Hebncr 
said, who he feels made the corps a 
lot more humane. He cited Butler 
to show that not all Quakers are 
conscientious objectors. 

"While there are certain beliefs 
we share, still these do not override 
a directive which one may receive 
individually from God. To not fol- 
low this 'light' however, once 
given, is dishonest," he explained. 

Some of the members are funda- 
mentalists while others are liberal, 
but they all follow the teachings of 
Christ, and go quietly about their 
daily business Uving their faith. 

The Friends also sup- 
port and are proud of their school 
which is situated in back of the 
Meeting House, just off Laskin

start a Friends School at the same 
time, plans were altered to incorpo- 
rate the school.

through the eighth grade. It is the 
only Quaker School in Virginia and 
one of 90 in the nation, Hebner 
said. In Washington D.C., the 
Sidwell Friends School was chosen 
by President Clinton and his wife 
for their daughter to attend. 

Classes are small and the library 
is considered one of the richest in 
the area with 10,000 volumes. 
About 75 percent of the school's 
budget comes from tuition, about 
25 percent from the school's second 
hand store: Things Unlimited. 

Spanish, music, and art are all 
integral parts of the curriculum. 
Emphasis at the school is on the af- 
firmation of the personal worth of 
the child and assisting his and her 
educational growth from that stand- 
point. 

One of the strengths of the 
Quakers, Hebner said, is in the 
monthly business meeting con- 
ducted the second Sunday of the 
month at the Meeting House, be- 
ginning at 9 p.m.

Insect foggers are among the lat- 
est chemical weapons being em- 
ployed in the war on bugs. They're 
often a convenient, low-cost alter- 
native to professional fumigation. 

They come in aerosol cans that 
tesemble disinfectants or hair spray. 
They're easy to use. You simply 
depress the lip of the can and it re- 
leases a steady stream of insect- 
killing fumes. One chemical 
"knocks down" insects and a second 
poisons them. 

The gases released are noxious to 



humans, too, so residents must 
leave home while the bug bomb 
does its thing. When the home- 
owner returns, usually several hours 
later, many of the bugs are gone. 

But some people who have been 
less than careful return to find their 
homes gone as well. "The problem 
is many of these foggers use pro- 
pellants which are flammable," said 
Pat Hipkins, assistant coordinator 
of the chemical, drug and pesticide 
unit of Virginia Cooperati^'e 
Extension at Virginia Tech. 

Propane is used as a propellant in 
some of the 78 differnt brands of 
foggers registered for sale in 
Virginia.

gases to build up to dangerous lev- 
els, and if a heat source is nearby, 
they could be ignited. The home- 
owner, away at a friend's house or 
at the mall, would be blissfully un- 
aware of the fu-e until it's too late. 

You might Uiink that somewhere 
on the bug bomb label there would 
be a warning that there are explo- 
sive consequences for using foggers 
improperly. You might be wrong. 
Current Environmental Protection 
Agency guidelines do not require 
that the word "flammable" appear 
on a fogger label. The EPA is re- 
vising those guidelines. 

"You should assume that these 
bug bombs are flammable and take 
precautions accordingly," said 
Hipkins. "Make sure there are no 
heat sources within six feel of the 
area you intend to fumigate." 

Several potential fire starters in- 
clude pilot lights and appliances 
which cycle on and off, such as re- 
firigerators and air conditioners. 

Propellant gases from bug bombs 
can also build up if a homeowner 
uses more bombs than are necessary 



for a certain enclosed area. 

"Some people will tell them- 
selves 'if one bug bomb can do the 
job, four will work even better,' " 
said Hipkins. "Those people could 
be asking for trouble." 

It's important to remember that 
bug bombs are only effective 
against certain types of insects, 
most of which are flying insects. 
Bugs like cockroaches and ants, 
which can crawl into crevices and 
cracks in walls and floors, can 
sometimes escape the bomb's 
fumes. 

If you decide a bug bomb is what 
you need, Hipkins said, plan ahead. 
"Make sure you know the dimen 
sions of the space you intend tc 
treat, then read fogger labels and 
buy no more than is necessary to 
treat that area." 

If that doesn't do the u-ick, call in 
the Marines.

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Before you invest, know how the investment works

Today's Ipw interest rates on 
bank accounts and money market 
funds have caused millions of 
Americans to take a broader look at 
the world of investments. 

If you are just getting started in 
investing, most financial advisors 
agree that you should follow a few 
basic steps: 

1. Determine your financial ob- 
jectives. There are many reasons 
for investing. Some of the most 
common include: earning more cur- 
rent income; building your net 
worth; saving for a home, college 
education for children or your re- 
tirement; and reducing your tax bur- 
den. 

Each of these objectives suggests 
different investment strategies and 
different types of investments. For 
example, if you want more cuirent 
income, you might do better with a 
fixed income investment, such as a 
bond, rather than a growth company 
stock. 

2. Understand your current Hnan- 
cial position. Calculate your net 
worth by adding up all of your as- 
sets (the value of your home, per- 
sonal property, investments, bank 
accounts, pension/profit-sharing 
plans, etc.) and then subtract your 
liabilities (money you owe for such 
things as mortgages, car loans, 
credit card debt and other bills.) 

If. most of your assets are in real 
estate (which is true for many peo- 
ple), you may need to convert your 
investments to cash in an emer- 
gency. Therefore, you may not 
want to invest in long-term instru-

ments. However, if you have as- 
sets that can be converted easily to 
cash (e.g., money market funds or 
stocks), you might want to invest 
longer-term for a higher return. 

Similarly, you should calculate 
an annual household budget by 
adding up all of your income for the 
year (salary, interest and dividends 
on investments, distributions by 
pension/profit-sharing plans, al- 
imony) and then subtract your regu- 
lar, essential expenses (mortgagee 
rent payments, food, utilities, 
clothing, etc.). The balance is the 
" amount you have to spend on per- 
sonal uses, such as vacations and 
gifts, or on investments. 

3. Understand your tolerance tor 
risk. Most investments have some 
measure of inherent risk. If you 
have sufficient assets and income, 
you might be willing to accept 
greater risk in exchange for a poten- 
tially larger gain. However, if you 
cannot afford to lose your invest- 
ment principal, you probably 
should consider low-risk invest- 
ments which, while relatively safe, 
usually do not earn a high reuim. 

4. Understand your investment. 
Before you invest, you should un- 
derstand how the invesunent works. 
If, for example, you want to buy 
the common stock of a company, 
take the time to learn about the 
company and the industry (or indus- 
tries) in which it operates by read- 
ing the company's annual report or 
an analyst's research report. 

Likewise, a mutual fund may 
seem to be a simple investment be- 
cause your money will be managed 
by professionals. However, you

should know such things as the 
fund's performance over the short 
and long teim compared with that 
of other funds, the investment ob- 
jectives and strategy (what the fijnd 
invests in -- stocks, government 
bonds, tax-free bonds, etc.) and 
what your cost will be to invest or 
withdraw your money.

Depo-Provera: a new birth control option

Last fall, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) approved 
Depo-Provera, an injectable contra- 
ceptive that protects against preg- 
nancy for three months. This contra- 
ceptive, which has been available for 
20 years in some parts of die world, is 
currendy being 
used by nearly 
10 million 
women in 90 
countries, in- 
cluding Britain, 
France, Ger- 
many, Sweden 
and The Neth- 
erlands. 
Aldioughthe 
FDA was concerned for many years 
about animal studies that raised ques- 
tions about increased breast cancer 
risk, recent large studies in humans 
have shown that the drug does not 
lead to cancer. In fact, some studies 
have indicated that the drug may help 
protect against endometrial cancer. 

Depo-Provera contains a synthetic 
version of the female hormone pro- 
gesterone, which works by blocking 
ovulation. It is about 99 percent ef- 
fective in preventing pregnancy. For 




continued protection, a woman must 
have four shots a year - once every 
diree mondis. The drug must be ad- 
ministered by a health professional. 

The best candidates for Depo- 
Provera are women who cannot take 
estrogen-based oral cdntrac^tives 
and who wantan effective, reversible 
form of contraception. Obese women 
over age 35 and patients widi certain 
blood disorders are among the groups 
diat may be well-suited for Depo- 
Provera use. 

Injectable contraceptives may not 
be a good choice for women who

Don't drink and drive and be 
sure all seatbelts are buckled

When you pile your family into 
die car for trips this summer, keep 
two cardinal rules of die road in 
mind: IDon't drink and drive, and be 
sure all seat belts are buckled. 

Because of greater public accep- 
tance of diese niles, die traffic fatal- 
ity toll has been declining steadily. 

The 40.100 traffic deadi toll in 
1992 was the lowest in over 30 
years, according to the Nadonal 
Safety Council. It was as high as 
51.385 in 1981. 

Considering higher traffic levels, 
die recent trend is even more en- 
couraging. The death rate per 
10,000 motor vehicles dropped 
from 5.12 in 1%2 (when 40.800 
motorists died) to 2.23 in 1991. 
And deadis per 100 million vehicle 
mUes fell from 5.32 to 2.01. 

One reason for diose results is 
die significant drop in drunk-driving 
fatalities. In 1982, 57.3 percent of 
u-affic deaths were alcohol-related, 



the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
says. By 1992, diat percentage was 
down to 45.8. 

Another major factor is the in- 
creasing use of seatbelts. NHTSA 
reports that 62 percent of motorists 
buckled up their seatbelts in 1992, 
compared to only 11 percent in 
1982. 

As more and more cares are 
equipped widi air bags, die fatality 
figure should decline further. Even 
with airbags, however, motorists 
must also remember to buckle up 
their seatbelts to attain maximum 
protection. 

So, for die safety of your family 
this summer - and all year long - 
buckle up and don't drink and drive.

This is the first of three parts 
telling the story of the Cavalier 
Hotel at the Oceanfronl at 42nd 
Street and Atlantic Avenue. 
Thank yous are in order for Bob 
Wilson, manager, Cavalier on the 
Hill, and Glenn Graham, head of 
marketing and sales, who gave of 
their time to be interviewed and 
arranged for any and all other in- 
terviews for this series. Other 
installments will include the 
middle years and present years of 
the Cavalier Hotel. 

Some call her "the Queen," 
others refer to her as "the Grand 
Dame," but no matter what they 
call her, she is a southern Belle, 
and perhaps the grandest of them 
all. 

She is The Cavalier Hotel, 
and she still reigns supreme. 

After 1907, when the J*rincess 
Anne Hotel at the oceanfront 
bumed, there was no luxury hotel 
in Virginia Beach. A group of 
approximately 100 area busi- 
nessmen saw the need for a new 
and grand hotel and gathered to- 
gether to discuss building an 
"opulent" one. 

The results were astounding. 
Sixty acres were optioned on 
which to build the hotel. Stock, 
both preferred and common, was 
sold and before long, SI. 5 mil- 
lion was raised to build the struc- 
ture and $500,000 was amassed 
to furnish it. 

A contest was run by a local 
newspaper to name the hotel and 
The Cavalier was chosen. 
Thirteen months later, the fin- 



ished product stood proudly, high 
on a sand dune overlooking the 
ocean, the pride of the entire area. 
She was constructed of steel with 
all steel covered in cement. Over 
500,000 bricks were used in the- 
construciion. 

When The Cavalier 

opened its doors, it was the 
finest hotel in existence on the 
entire East Coast. There was no 
other like her. The week'of April 
4 to 9, 1927, held grand cere- 
monies, returning the grand style 
of hostelry to Virginia Beach. 

The Norfolk & Western rail- 
road named a train "The Cavalier" 
and people could board it in 
Chicago, switch to Norfolk 
Southern and then get off at the

well-heeled visitors 
for a little gaming, 

hunting and the 
salt baths. 

steps of the hotel in Virginia 
Beach. Soon New York City and 
Washington, D.C., followed suit. 

The affluent throughout the na- 
tion wanted to come: be wined 
and dined at this magnificent 
hostelry on the shores of the 
Atlantic. It was THE place to 
come and stay by the sea. 

And they came! The rich. The 
famous. Presidents, ambassadors, 
authors, film stars, Broadway 
stars. F. Scott Fitzgerald and his 
wife, Zelda, came and stayed for 
months. 

The present manager of The 
Cavalier on the Hill, Bob 
Wilson, perhaps knows more 
about the history of the hotel 
than anyone. He constantly col- 



lects information, including arti- 
facts and articles, on the hotel and' 
records them as he receives them. 

"We don't know in which 
room the Fitzgeralds stayed," he 
said, "for room numbers change, 
and we don't know if he did any 
writing here. Usually, people 
who were famous just wanted to 
come here for a vacation and 
some rest and recreation." 

Wilson named many others 
who came and stayed including: 
Nelson Eddy, Rudy Vallee, 
Johnny Weismullcr, Jean 
Harlow. Beite Davis, Bob Hope, 
"and Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
came and brought a troop of Giri 
Scouts with her," said the man- 
ager. 

Celebrities arrived 

in their Rolls Royces and the 
hotel provided a special dining 
room for their chauffeurs. The 
guests sat on the long porches 
and had tea and cinnamon toast 
beside the large sail water pool, 
or "the Plunge", as it was first 
called. In the evening the 
limousines took the guests off 
for a little discreet gambling and 
drinking at nearby clubs. 

Advance reservations were a 
must. Guests were ueated like 
royalty and every convenience 
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Welcome!

Enthusiasts are promoting it as 
an adult Disneyland where adrenalin 
will flow as fast as the dice will 
roll. 

It's riverboat gaming or gam- 
bling, and venture capitalists are 
envisioning boats leaving oceanside 
docks in Virginia Beach, and river 
sites in Portsmouth, Chesapeake 
and Norfolk for two-and-a-half hour 
gambling excursions. 

Patrons will wager at roulette 
wheels and blackjack tables, be 
mesmerized by the spinning or- 
anges, cherries, and lemons of slot 
machines, or watch the cut across 
green velvet by dice on the craps 
tables. 

"These boats could be an eco- 
nomic powerhouse for the Hampton 
Roads region," said Bill Huichcns, 
representative for Virginians for 
Waterway Gaming, a Virginia 
Beach-based lobbying group. "This 
thing needs to get on the radar 
screen for the people to lake a hard 
look at and see how beneficial it 
will be to the economy of 
Virginia." 

Legislation was inU'oduced in the 
General Assembly this past session 
to provide for a statewide referen- 
dum on riverboat gambling. The 
proposal did not make it out of the 
House of Delegates General Laws 
Committee. 

"I don't think a defeat in one 
General Assembly committee sig- 
nals defeat in another," said Del. 
Glenn R. Croshaw (D) 81st District 
in Virginia Beach, and a member of 
the General Laws Committee. 
"Frankly I favor riverboat gam- 
bling, and see it as a spur to eco- 
nomic development as well as a po- 
tential boom for tourism. From the 
numbers I've heard, it will create 
real jobs, increase the tourist base 
and impact the local economy." 

The numbers Croshaw refers to 
are the estimated S365 million in 
direct revenues which will be gener- 
ated to city and regional localities 
where the gambling boats operate. 

"$365 million is a conservative 
estimate of the monies which will 
be generated by gaming boais," said 
Henry Richardson, president of the 
Virginia Beach Hoiel/Motel 
Association. "Hospitality will be 
up by an estimated additional 2.5 
million tourists, and restaurant rev- 
enues will increase. And, this will 



be area-wide. Boats docked in 
Virginia Beach will affect revenues 
in Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Chesapeake, and the Peninsula, or 
vice-versa." 

Once established, the 

industry will impact the region 
with 700 to 900 immediate new 
hirees, per boat, earning an average 
of $24,000 annually, according to 
Hutchens. 

"Clearly, Hampton Roads is an 
ideal location in the state to place 
these boats," Hutchens said. "We 
see better than adequate numbers in 
our research that three boats can 
easily be supported here by a com- 
bination of local community and 
tourists." 

According to Hutchens, 45 per- 
cent to 55 percent of the regional 
population is willing to participate 
in riverboat gaming spending up to 
$100 million in voluntary revenue. 
That's betting money.

"There's a real rush in our region 
to get up and operational because 
there is so much money is to be 
made if Virginia is the first state on 
the east coast to introduce riverboat 
gaming," Hutchens said. "South 
Carolina, West Virginia, Maryland 
and Tennessee already have legisla- 
tion in the works, and they can beat 
us to the punch. There's literally 
millions of dollars to be made just 
from the charter buses that would 
come up from the Outer Banks of 
North Carolina." 

Monies lost gambling by the 
boats' patrons would not be the 
only source of revenues making 
their way into the coffers of the 
slate and local communities. 

Hutchens said the gaming bill is 
written in such a way that there 
will be multiple sources of revenue 
producing sources. 

"There'll be a boarding fee, per 
person, that could mean as much as 
$2.5 million to the locality where 
the boat is docked," he said, "with 
15 percent of the boarding fees go- 
ing to the state. Gross revenues of 
gaming wins, or what patrons lose, 
will be taxed at 20 percent for die 
state and 5 percent for the locality. 
That 5 percent will mean $5 to $7

There's other attractions for children 

There probably won't be many Brett Mavericks cutting the 
cards, and from the set-up that's planned, the scene won't even 
come close to mimicking "Showboat." 

But, it sure sounds like fun just the same. The 'it' is riverboat 
gaming, or gambling. If the economic projections match just 
half of what's estimated, localities in Hampton Roads who play 
waterside home to these floating casinos should benefit enor- 
mously in tax revenues and increased employment. Even 
neighbcHing communities without the boats can expect to profit 
fix>m a friendly roll of the dice through spin-off economic ben- 
efits like more conventioners, restaurants, hotels, etc. 

So what's to worry? 

Sure, there'll be some unscrupulous people who'll want a 
piece of the action without paying their legal dues. But river- 
boat gaming proponents seem to mean what they say when it 
comes to establishing a state gaming commission to oversee 
gambling operations with a magnifying glass. Intense back- 
ground checks for every employee, from the president of the 
operation down to maintenance personnel and even including 
all vendors who'll supply food, beverages and whatever, will 
help ensure that, at start-up at least, the boats will be "clean." 

Sure, there'll be some unscrupulous 
people who'll want a piece of the ac- 
tion without pajring their legal dues. 
But riverboat gaming proponents seem 
to mean what they say when it comes 
to establishing a state gaming com- 
mission to oversee gambling opera- 
tions with a magnifying glass. 

The Virginia State Police have done a study, based on gaming 
operations in Illinois and Iowa, and have concluded that the 
only increase in criminal activity will be a few more bounced 
checks and incidents of public intoxication.

There are plenty of Busch Gardens, Kings Dominions, putt- 
putts, wax museums and souvenir shops (fortunately no Dixie 
Stampedes) to maintain a "family" image for visitors to 
Hampton Roads. 

Maybe, just maybe, riverboat gaming will provide adults in 
the area with their own playground.

This group of seven women, 
who wear colorfully laminated 
aprons with flower designs over 
their regular dresses, meet weekly 
in a volunteer services office to ar- 
range floWers and distribute them 
throughout the hospital floors. 

Currently, during the rose sea- 
son, flowers are brought to the 
hospital on First Colonial Road and 
donated to the group by local resi- 
dent, Howard Jones. Jones is na- 
tionally recognized for his rose gar- 
den and a judge at many area flower 
shows. 

And what roses! 

Lavender, cream, red, yellow, or- 
ange and many more hues - all 
sizes, all magnificent. 

The flower committee artistically 
arrange the roses in receptacles sup- 
plied by the Virginia Beach General 
Hospital Auxiliary, Inc. 
Receptacles range from bud to 
larger vases, baskets to conch 
shells. 

"Sometimes we have enough 
flowers for all the rooms," ex- 
plained Harriett Cunningham, the 
group's chairperson. "There are 
some areas of the hospital where we 
do not go: cardiac care unit, inten- 
sive care and maternity or rooms 
where no visitors are allowed by 
doctor's orders." 

Cunningham is a board member 
of the auxiliary where she repre- 
sents the flower committee as part 
of the visitor's service. 

Kay Meyer, the hospital's direc- 
tor of Volunteer Services said that 
on Thursdays, before the flowers are 
distributed, the hospital census 
sheets are cross-referenced with staff 
members and nurses' stations in or- 
der to find out if any admitted pa- 



tients are from out of town. These 
patients are given priority for re- 
ceiving flowers. 

All of the flower ladies say it is 
the patients' reactions that make it 
all worthwhile. They receive notes 
of appreciation and many patients 
thank the ladies again prior to being 
discharged. 

"Men are as pleased as women," 
commented Cunningham, who 
laughed as she desaibed the reaction 
of one patient recently. "I came 
into his room with a rose. He 
opened his eyes, smiled and said, 
'thank you, as long as it's not a 
lily, and you don't place it on my 
chest, I'm happy with it.' " 

The flower service 

has been in existence about 14 
years and was started by Mrs. 
Gerry Ashbume of the oceanfront 
- area. The first receptacles she made 
were frozen orange juice cans 
which she covered with wallpaper. 

"Later, we put the flowers in 
conch shells as a reminder that we 
live by the ocean," said Ashbume 
who chaired the committee until 
two years ago and still remains an 
active member. "I began the ser- 
vice with Alice Vaughn, just the 
two of us, and now we are seven." 

The seven members are: 

Gerry Ashburne, Merrilee 
Crocker, Harriett Cunningham, 
Juliet Goode, Lee Moomaw, Kay 
Schoew, and Alice Vaughan. 

After the rose season ends, cut 
flowers are purchased by the com- 
mittee from local florists. In in- 
clement weather, the ladies have 
even brought in flowers from their 
own gardens. 

"Sometimes, for greenery, if we 
run short, we go out on the 
grounds of the hospital and snip a 
bit here and there," said 
Cunningham, with a smile.

Virginia Beach's City Council and 
School Board 
have just re- 
cently com- 
pleted the awe- 
some task of 
setting the 
school system's 
budget for the 
1993-94 school 
year. Once 
again, as so of- 
ten has hap- 
pened in the 
past, Virginia 
Beach was left 
the task of find- 
ing monies in 
the local budget 
that could, or 
perhaps should, 
be funded through the state. 

Our Slate legislators work to pro- 
vide us with education funds using a 
formula that virtually ignores 1 3 per- 
cent of the teaching force. Virginia 
Beach, along wiJi every other school 
division in the Commonwealth, 
choose to go beyond what the state 
deems an appropriate student/teacher 
ratio. Exceeding the Standards of 
Quality for both course offerings and 
Staffing creates a significant and of- 
ten unrecognized - burden on local 
monies. 

Virginia's teacher salaries have 
fallen from 18th in the nation just 
three years ago to 27th in the nation 
today. That pegs the average Vir- 
ginia teacher salary at $2,978 less 
than the national average salary. 

Rob Jones, president of die Vir- 
ginia Education Association and past 
English teacher from Independence 
Middle School , has called for a major 
change in the system. Jones called for 
an "upgrade to provide for die reality 
of what is really happening in the 
schools of the Commonwealdi. Then 
diey (die Standards of Quality) must 
upgrade further to provide for what 
should be happening." In addressing 
the d= parity issue, it is interesting to 
note that current per pupil expendi- 
tures range from $3,807 in 
Appomattox County to $8,724 in Falls 
Church. Virginia Beach's 1992-93 



per pupil expenditures are $5,018. 

The VEA proposal - deliberately 
released in time for consideration 
prior to the State Board of Education 
and governor's formulations of dieir 
proposed budgets - is a three-tiered 
equalization formula. 

Tier I is a pupil weighted (a general 
education student equals one point; 
special needs students equal varying 
additional pointiO equalization pro- 
gram which has been designed to 
ensure that a basic high-quality edu- 
cation program is available dirough- 
out the Commonwealth, regardless 
of geographical location, fiscal ca- 
pa;ity. and/or wilUnpess of the sev- 
eral localities to fiscally support pub- 
lic elementary and secondary schools. 

Tier II also is a pupil-weighted 
equalization program which has been 
designed to fiscally reward those lo- 
calities diat desire to exceed die pro- 
gram guaranteed through the Tier 1 
program. Tier II is defined as a dis- 
trict power equalization program diat 
equalizes the fiscal capacity of lo- 
cdities based upon the level of tax 
effort generated for die support of the 
local pupil schools. 

Tier III is a completely locally- 
financed leeway program for those 
school divisions that desire to pro- 
vide education services beyond those 

provided by Tiers I and II. 

Copies of die plan were distributed 
to delegates at die VEA Representa- 
tive Assembly. The VEA research 
division has spent months research- 
ing and analyzing die proposal, aided 
by Dr. Richard Salmon, professor at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and 
State University, who is a nationally 
recognized expert on school financ- 
ing. The prqx)sal was initiated by the 
VEA economic benefits committee. 

It is a preliminary plan, carrying 
the philosophy and the mechaniza- 
tion of die prqxjsals. Specific dollar 
figures for individual school divi- 
sions will be calculated for inclusion 
in die final plan to be released in mid- 
June.

million annually to the locality." 

He al») is quick to point out that 
ancillary revenues will benefit not 
only the location when the boat(s) 
operate from, but also localities 
throughout the region. 

"These million dollar fipnes do 
not reftect increased hoiel/motel oc- 
cupancies, payroll and other taxes, 
and more restaurants, and increased 
shoppers in retail stores and 
malls," Hutchens said. "And with 
certainty, we'll-realize an increase 
in our convention business." 

The source for 

Hutchens' and Richardson's 
antici{»ted riverboat gaming rev- 
enue figures for Hampton Roads is 
based on year-old figures from the 
Transportation Institute in 
Washington. D.C. 

'The Transportation Institute is a 
think-tank for the U.S. maritime 
industry. The projections on the 
economic benefits that can be real- 
ized here are based on studies of 
what has occured in St. Lous, 
Missouri and Illinois where river- 
boat gaming operations have been 
operating since 1991," Hutchens 
said. "I don't have the figures at 
hand, but gaming operations in 
Iowa, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
have had nothing but a positive 
impact on their local communi- 
ties." 

The local job market will also 
benefit say Hutchens and 
Richardson who point to the several 
thousand individuals who will be 
directly employed through the 
gaming operations. 

Jobs will range from cleaning 
crews to pit bosses and everything 
in between needed to run a first 
class gaming operation. Hutchens 
explained there will be security 
forces on and off the boats, accoun- 
tants, clerical woilcers and tellers, 
running crews and food and bever- 
age personnel. 

But before these floating casinos 
can be outfitted, the playing begins, 
or snacks and drinks are consumed, 
the boats must be built 

Del. Frank W. Wagner. (R), 21st 
District Virginia Beach, tacked on a 
"Virginia First" amendment to the 
bill when it was introduced in the 
General Assembly this past spring, 
assuring that Virginia shipyards 
would build the gaming boats. 

'Though not entirely, my interest 
on this riverboat gaming issue is 
addressed &om the shipyard angle," 
he said. "With all the job and con- 
tract cutbacks in our private and 
public shipyards, I believe a tax in- 
centive must be given to Virginia 
shipyards which build these boats. 
So I added an amendment on the 
bill to that effect" 

Wagner's opinions on gaming 
operations, however, aren't limited 
to who builds the gaming boats. 

"I'll be honest I'm not clear how 
my district feels about this. I 
haven't done any formal periling. 

"But in Virginia Beach, we must 
find additional ways to inaease rev- 
enues to the city," Wagner said. 
"As I understand it we had a chaise 
to have Busch Gardens locate here 
and we lost that opportunity. 
Somebody on the east coast is go- 
ing to do this riverboat gambling 
operation, and if Virginia Beach 
wants to be on the cutting edge, 1 
say let's do it The city won't lose 
it's family-type image because of 
riverboat gaming." 

Opposing riverboat gambhng op- 
erations at the present time is 84th 
District Delegate Robert F. 



McDonnell (R) in Viipnia Beach. 

"I'm (q)posed to it at this time." 
McDoneU said. "1 understand it will 
create something like 700 new jobs 
and will have a Virginia First 
clause in the amendment regarding 
construction of the boats. But the 
impact on the image of Virginia 
Beach as a family beach I don't 
think washes well. 

"For me." McDonnell continued, 
"it's really a question of image 
more than anything else. But I will 
keep an open mind about the is- 

SIK." 

Also in Virginia Beach, Del. Leo 
C. Wardrup. Jr.. who represents the 
83rd district, views the potential 
economic impact to the local econ- 
omy as something to be looked at 
very closely. 

"Generally. I'm supportive of 
those things which have a positive 
impact on our business and eco- 
nomic base, and obviously from 
possible military downsiding which 
will affect our region greatly, we 
must investigate how to increase 
our economic base, that includes 
the proposed race track as well as 
riverboat gambling, which I see as 
compatible with one another." 

Del. William S. "Billy" Moore, 
Jr., (D), 79th District Portsmouth, 
is a member of the General Laws 
Committee in the House of 
Delegates. 

"I do try to keep an open mind 
about this issue, but I did vote no 
last spring," he said. "Frankly. I 
haven't been a big supporter be- 
cause I want more information on 
just how the whole thing is sup- 
posed to work. 

"At this point, however, because 
of the situation with the proposed 
(horse) race track. I think this 
would be detrimental to Portsmouth 
and wouldn't be in the city's best 
interest" Moore added. 

"I'm also not generally inclined 
to raise revenues through gam- 
bling." 

Echoing Moore, Del. 
Kenneth R. Melvin, (D), 
80th District Portsmouth, also sees 
the unsettled issue of the location 
of the Churchill Downs affiliated 
race track as an immediate hindrance 
to establishing riverboat gaming 
operations in his city. 

"All my efforts have been geared 
toward the racetrack. I've told the 
proponents of the race uack that I 
won't do anything to saturate the 
area with additional gambling op- 
portunities until that issue is set- 
Ued." 

Winner of the recent hotly con- 
tested primary election for the 77lh 
House seat in Chesapeake and 
Suffolk, is Chesapeake city coun- 
cilperson Lionell Spruill, who 
stated he has no opinion on the is- 
sue of riverboat gaming. "Let me 
win in November and then I'll have 
something to say." 

As proposed, junkets on the 
gaming boats will ctmsist of a two- 
and-a-half hour boat ride out into 
the Atlantic, the Chesapeake Bay, 
James River or one of the many 
waterways in the area. Once off 
shore, patrons will gamble by play- 
ing games found in any casino. 

According to Hutchens, alcoholic 
and non-alcoholic beverages will be 
available as well as light refresh- 
ments. 

'There'll be no entertainment be- 
cause we want to maximize use of 
the gaming area space, and food 
will be of the snack variety." 
Hutchens explained. "People will 
be on the boat to gamble, not to eat 
or be entertained"

Afto' die planned two-and-a-half 
hours of wave riding gambling, the 
boats will return to shore. If any 
patrons wish to board again, they 
will have to 'go to the end of the 
boarding line,' according to 
Hutchens, and start their adventure 
over firom the beginning. No one 
will be allowed to remain on the 
boats for a repeat excursion; 

"Because of the nature of it, 
riverboat gaming is very different 
from land-based casin(»," he said. 

"Patrons must make a conscious 
decision to get on a boat and then 
spend two-and-a-half hours offshore 
on that boat If they wish to gam- 
ble some more, they simply start 
all over again ... by going 
through the boarding line again. 

"We're convinced these built-in 
safeguards make riverboat gambling 
substantially different from casino 
gambling and coiainly a litde more 
inconvenient from what people fmd 
in Nevada or Atlantic City." he 
said. 

"Our safeguards also make it a 
very uncomfortable experience for 
the compulsive gambler." Hutchens 
said. 

One of those safeguards, how- 
ever, is of some concern to Del. 
Robert Tata, (R), who represents 

the 85th House district in Virginia 
Beach. 

"You've got a captive audience 
on these boats. What happens 
when somebody loses their money 
in the first 15 minutes their on 
board? What are they going to do 
for the next couple of hours - swim 
back to shore? I don't think so," 
Tata said. 

"Actually, I'm pretty neutral on 
this entire matter. I'm willing to 
listen to the arguments on both 
sides, but I do wonder if it's worth 
the hassel it'll bring." 

Running for the 80th district seat 
in the November general election 
against Delegate Melvin, Dr. James 
W. Holley. Ill, also looks at the 
potential economic impact riverboat 
gambling might have on the re- 
gion. However, he too, sees poten- 
tial conflict with the expected hcvse 
track which could land in 
Portsmouth. 

"I'm committed to working to 
see Portsmouth obtains the race 
track," Holley said. "Perhaps river- 
boat gambling emanating dockside 
from Portsmouth might be just the 
thing to stimulate the city's econ- 
omy. And it's been seen in Illinois 
and Iowa that both riverboat gam- 
bling and horseracing can co-exist. 

Holley continued, "however, 
those with a horseracing interest 
will want to look very carefully at 
how riverboat gambling is per- 
ceived by the people. I'm sure they 
will not want us to put more on 
our plate than we can handle." 

Delegate Croshaw views 
horseracing and riverboat gambling 
as being mutually exclusive. 
"These are two entirely different ex- 
ercises. There's 'sport' attached to 
the horse industry . . . why, it's 
even tied to agriculture." he said. 

"Riverboat gambling has no 
sport attached to it. I see it as a 
tourist industry." 

Stiff competition for 

the tourist and convention trade 
dollar with other east coast locali- 
ties and even areas inland from the 
coast may be just the spur thai 
nudges the issue of riverboat gam- 
bling out of committee hearings 
an<^jMito the floor of the House for 
addiaonal debate and vote when the 
General Assembly resumes in 
January. 

"TTicre's so much competition up 
and down the east coast for our re- 
gion, especially Virginia Beach, to 
attract people to come here," said 
Del. Harry R. (Bob) Purkey, (R), 
82 House district, representing 
Virginia Beach. 

"If we don't do something to in- 
crease our atOBCtions for tourists, 
and fw our local citizens, we're go- 
ing to suck air," he said. 

"Look at Myrtle Beach with its 
30 or 40 golf courses. We can't 
compete with that. We have less 
dtan 55 miles of public beaches in 
the Commonwealth of Virginia, 
and most are in Virginia Beach. But 
we're not pulling in the tourists 
like we should. As I see it a 
Churchill Downs type horseracing 
facility in the south end of Virginia 
Bach would be a wonderful in- 
vestment Actually, I'd love to sec 
a 'Dariington' type stock car racing 
track here. Purkey said. As for 
riverboat gambling, I think it 
wtMild be stiff competition with the 
hoR«," Puricey said. 

Republican challenger Caroline 
Barnes, who's running against E)el. 
Billy Moore for his 79th district 
seat in IH)rtsmouth, sees riverboat 
gambling in the same light as the 
state lotttry. 

"The lottery hasn't helped 
Portsmouth, so I wonder what will 
riverboat pmbling do for the city." 

fttjponents of riverboat pmbling 



are quick to cite economic benefits 
they say will come fast and with 
consistency to area localities dock- 
ing the gaming boats. They also 
say concerns voiced about increased 
criminal activity which may be at- 
UBCted to casino-style gaming oper- 
ations are without foundation. 

"Anyone, and I want to empha- 
size anyone, involved in the gam- 
ing operations will be investigated 
extensively . . . every employee 
will go through a thorough back- 
ground check," Hutchens explaind. 
"That will include the people who 
will sweep the floors and clean the 
boats, right up to the president of 
the operation. It will even include 
any vendor supplying the gaming 
operation. 

"The legislation requires that a 
Gaming Board be established by the 
stale, and that board will have the 
right to exclude anyone it deems 
unsuitable to obtain a gaming li- 
cense or to revoke the license of 
anyone in violation of any gaming 



rule." Hutchens said. 

According to Hutchens. 
Richardson and Delegate Croshaw. 
the Virginia State Police conducted 
a study to examine the potential for 
increased crime which might be as- 
sociated with riverboat gambling. 

"First of all, Virginia will en- 
force the toughest laws in the entire 
country to control riverboat gam- 
bling operations here," Hutchens 
said. 

"The state police report indicates 
that there will be two areas of in- 
creased criminally associated behav- 
ior; bounced checks, and public in- 
toxication." 

The State Police report, which 
was compiled under the jurisdiction 
of Superintendent Carl R. Baker and 
dated December 21, 1992, states 
"responses from chiefs of police and 
sheriffs in Virginia concerning 
riverboat gambling indicates they 
foresee no problems which would 
be unique to jurisdictions in 
Virginia." 



Del. Randy J. Forbes (R) 
Virginia Beach, disagrees with the 
state police report. 

"Riverboat gambling opens us up 
to a lot of criminal possibilities and 
problems we don't need at this 
time. If it becomes a reality," he 
said, "1 don't think it will be too 
long before the boats remain tied up 
at the docks and we have regular 
casino-style gambling operations. 

"It is not a good concept to en- 
courage more gambling in the 
commonwealth. I'm against it" 
Forbes said. 

Until the eariy 1970s, casino- 
style gambling was accessible to 
Virginians willing to traverse a pier 
jutting several hundred feet into the 
Potomac River from the northern 
neck village of Colonial Beach. The 
pier crossed the invisible state line 
between Virginia and Maryland. 

"Riverboat gambling operations 
will be much more sophisiticatc. 
than that," Hutohens said. "It won't 
be a Dixie Stampede, either."

was offered, including, a barber 
and beauty shop, a dress shop, a 
drug Store and a stock brokerage 
office complete with ticker tape. 
There was a hotel physician 
available at all times. There were 
195 guest rooms and most of the 
employees were housed on the 
Cavalier grounds. 

The bathrooms were elegant, 
with four water handles on every 
bathtub: fresh cold, fresh hot, 
shower/tub and cold salt It was 
believed by many, Wilson ex- 
plained, that the sea water was 
medically beneficial. So die ho- 
tel made it possible for them to 
take a sea water bath or shower in 
their own tub. Most women 
loved how their complexion 
looked and felt after a sea water 
badi. 

In addition, there was an ice 
water spigot on every sink in 
every bathroom of the hotel. 
Refrigeration, as it is today, did 
not exist. The only way to re- 
frigerate was with blocks of ice. 

"I know of no hotel in the 
world, even up to Uiis year, that 
offers an ice water spigot in every 
room," said Wilson. "At that 
time, near the top of die the ho- 
tel, was a large vat made of 
wood. This was filled with large 
blocks of ice, then die ice was 
covered widi water. Gravity pro- 
vided the impetus to get the ice 
water to e^ch room. The ice wa- 
ter line was insulated with several 
inches of cork, so instant ice wa- 
ter was available when the spigot 
was activaKd." 

Dining at the Cavalier has al- 
ways been a grand tradition. 
When the hotel opened officially 
on April 7, 1927, 24 large tables 
were %t with fine linen and uten- 
sils for the seven-course meal 
that evening. Lynnhaven oystere 
were served, then %afood Lillian, 
chicken, French string beans, 
taked potatoes, salad, followed 
by strawberries "Plombiere," 
m»:aroons ami Iddy fmgers. 

Dining in the Pocahontas 
Room was a very formal affair. 
Women were expected to wear 



evening gowns and men, tuxedos. 
The waiters wore striped pants, 
tails and white gloves. 

Wilson said that the present 
day Hunt Room has had several 
names over the years. At one 
time it was a private men's club 
for wealthy hunters, horsemen 
and fishermen. When you visited 
the hotel, you could bring your 
own hunting dogs as there were 
facilities to care for them. Or, 
you could rent some from die ho- 
tel, which had their own dogs. 

Duck shooting at 
Back Bay and in the 

Currituck Sound caught the 
fancy of sportsmen everywhere. 
Ducks came early to Back Bay 
and would remain late into the 
season. 

The bathrooms were 
elegant, with four

Starting from the Cavalier, it 
was not a difficult trip to Back 
Bay shooting grounds because 
balloon-tired vehicles rode easily 
over die hard sandy beach along 
diis part of die Virginia Coast, 
and from die hotel to Back Bay 
was a pleasant uip. 

When the hunters had taken 
dieir bags of game, Uiey returned 
to die hotel where die chef would 
expertly prepare die owl to die 
guest's taste. The hunter would 
dine, still in his hunting togs, 
before an open fire, smoke his 
pipe and whea he was finished, 
tell just how the diing was done. 

Wilson said that whenever 
President Nixon stayed at die 



Cavalier, his favorite place in the 
entire hotel was die Himt Room. 

"He spent as much time there 
as possible. Regardless of the 
outside temperature, he insisted 
that a fire be burning in the fire- 
place," Wilson said. Wilson also 
related a rumor that went around 
die hotel about President Nixon, 
and the missing 18 minutes of 
tape of a conversation in the Oval 
Office between the president and 
Mr. Bob Halderman. Mr. 
Nixon's enemies believed that if 
they could find the missing tape 
there would be sufficient cvi(tence 
to impeach the president The 
tape was not found but the presi- 
dent was forced to resign and was 
not impeached. No one from die 
F.B.I., C.I.A., or any other 
s^ency ever came and choked die 
ashes in die Hunt Room fire- 
place. 

"Anyway, that is the rumor 
diat went around die hotel," said 
Wilson. 

The only original piece of fur- 
niture remaining from the early 
days of the Cavalier is a 
Cogswell radio cabinet, widi an 
oil painting on the door. 

Radio was new. The 

first crystal sets came onto the 
scene in 1922 and when the 
Cavalier became the leader in 
having the best and the first in 
many things, it also was the site 
for radio stadai WSEA, die Uiird 
station in America to broadcast 
coast to coast 

When Charles Lindbergh flew 
his "Spirit of St. Louis" place 
into Paris, France, he became an 
overnight hero. TTie president of 
the United States, Calvin 
Coolidge, sent a navy war ship to 
bring him home and as the ship 
entered die Chesapeake Bay and 
passed the Old Cape Henry light- 
touse on June 10, 1927, Norfolk 
Maytw, S. Heth Tyler, from die 
Cavalier Howl, became die first 
American to extend radio con- 
gratulations. "Well done," he 
said as he welcomed home 
Charles Lindbergh on radio sta- 
tion WSEA, at die Cavalier 
Hotel, Virginia Brach, Va.

This popular plant 
species originated in countries 
around the Mediterranean Sea many 
centuries ago. 

Snapdragon varieties are available 
in heights from six to 36 inches. 
An attractive flower, unusual in 
shape, it is available in many col- 
ors and mixtures and is ideal for use 
in flower beds or borders as well as 
flower arrangements. 

Seeds may be planted in the gar- 
den three or four weeks before the 
last frost date. In the coastal areas 
of Virginia, they may be planted in 
late fall, and will germinate and 
grow the next spring. 

The seeds are extremely fine and 
should be covered only very lightly 
or the young plants will be unable 
to get through the soil. Select some 
of the new hybrid snapdragon vari- 
eties which have strong stems and 
branch freely from the base. They 
will continue to bloom during the 
summer if you cut the spikes as 
they mature. Snapdragons are more 
tolerant of heat than many other 
annual flowers. 

The Floral Carpet snapdragons 



are extra dwarf in size and grow to a 
height of six or eight inches. The 
plants are covered with short 
spikes. This type is very showy as 
an edging plant for a flower border, 
or for masses of strong color in a 
midsummer rock garden. 

The Butterfly or Bellflower snap- 
dragons will add variety to your 
garden. Sometimes referred to 
"ruffled" snapdragons, the individual 
flowers of the spike are bell or cone 
shaped without the typical snap- 
dragon form. 'Madame Butterfly,' 
grows to a height of 24 to 30 
inches with a wide range of flower 
colors. The plants branch freely 
from the base and will provide a 
continuous supply of spikes for 
cutting. 

The Sweetheart snapdragon pro- 
duces the open-type flowers on 
spikes about 15 inches tall. This is 
a useful semi-dwarf type for flower 
beds and borders. 

The Rocket hybrids are the tall 
aristocrats of snapdragons. These 
varieties produce excellent sturdy 
spikes with typical snapper-type 
florets. The plants grow to a height 
of 30 to 36 inches and have a wide 
range of colors from white through 
shades of yellow, pink, orange and 
red

After an afternoon of playing 
Softball or mowing the lawn, you 
feel like a limp noodle and little 
light-headed. 
What'sup? 

You're probably dehydrated be- 
cause you didn't drink enough be- 
fore you started and drank the wrong 
thing after you quit. 

"If we don't drink enough of the 
right kinds of beverages throughout 
the day, we become dehydrated," 
says Ruth Carey, R.D., a sports 
nutrition specialist. 

"When dehydrated, we feel fa- 
tigued because our bodies are low 
on carbohydrate energy and fluids. 
It'ii important to know, how differ- 
ent beverages affect your body's 
ability to replace essential fluids 
and minerals when you're active," 
she says. 

"Water is always good to drink to 
get rid of waste and rehydrate your 
body, but it's not necessarily the 
fastest way to replace fluids and 
minerals lost during activity," says 
Bob Murray, Ph.D., director of a 
physiology lab. 

'Properly formulates sports bev- 
erages keep the body from becom- 
ing dehydrated because they rapidly 
replace fluids lost from sweat," says 
Murray.

quencher, which contains 14 grams 
of carbohydrate per eight ounces, is 
absorbed into the bloodstream at 
least 30 percent faster than water at 
rest or during activity. A carbohy- 
drate concentration higher than 17 
grams per eight ounces slows down 
absorption and can result in stom- 
ach upset and nausea, according to 
Murray. 

Fruit juices are good for you nu- 
u-itionally, but not during physical 
activity, says Murray. The high 
amount of carbohydrates they con- 
tain (26 to 28 grams per eight 
ounces) makes it difficult for the 
body to absorb them quickly during 
exercise. 

Soft drinks also have a high car- 
bohydrate level (24 to 33 grams per 
eight ounces) and are absorbed 
slowly, Murray says. In addition, 



soda's carbonation turns into carbon 
dioxide when warmed in the stom- 
ach, making you feel bloated and 
possibly resulting in an upset 
stomach. 

"Before sweat forms on your 
skin, dehydration has already begun 
and that's often before you feel 
thirsty," he says. "The effects of 
dehydraUon can cause fatigue, 
lightheadedness or nausea - and 
dramatically increases the risk of 
heat illness. Drink before you're 
thirsty." 

He recommends drinking eight to 
12 ounces of liquids 10 to 20 min- 
utes during activity. Afterwards, he 
suggests drinking a properly formu- 
lated sports beverage, until you're 
not thirsty, to help ensure rapid and 
complete rehydration.

argument or struggle. Resistance 
could cost you your life.

Ross Perot followers 
preparing for convention

Ross Perot says he's a political 
watchdog and not actively running 
to become president of the United 
States in 1996. 

But Virginia Beach supporters 
and grassroots workers in his 
United We Stand America move- 
ment are non-stop in their efforts to 
organize into a public information 
and education resource on political 
candidates and issues. 

Preparing for their first statewide 
convention, Hampton Roads Perot 
followers are holding local meet- 
ings to select district coordinators, 
area delegates and alternates who 
plan to meet in July in 
Charlottesville. The fourth 
congressional district held its 
election June 21 at Bayside High 
School. 

"As one of the first states to or- 
ganize, we'll address not only what 
our immediate plans are, but also 
where we want to go in die future." 
said Kempsville resident and second 
congressional district coordinator 
Ruth Husted. 

"We're anxious to get this con- 
vention off the ground and running 
because of the gubernatorial race 
here in Virginia. We want people 
to be better than adequately in- 
formed on all Uie candidates and 
their positions. There's a lot of 
diversity existing between them." 

Diversity of purpose is what sep- 
arates the Perot United We Stand 
America movement and Democrats 
and Republicans, according to 
Carolyn Taylor, acting fourth dis- 
trict coordinator and Portsmouth in- 
surance businesswoman. 

"We are not a political party. In 
fact, our status as a SOI c4 organiza- 
tion prohibits us from campaigning 
or endorsing individuals or issues in 
any race," Taylor said. "Thai's 
tough for people to understand. 
When Mr. Perot ran for president 
last year people just assumed our 
movement is a new political party. 
But dial isn't what were about." 

United We Stand America is a 
fact-finding group, Taylor said, 
which gathers information about is- 
sues, "especially in areas concern- 
ing die state and national budgets. 

"Candidates, though, certainly 
don't excape our scrutiny," Taylor 
said. "Politicians forget that we, the 
people, are the owners of this coun- 
try and they're our employees. 
They've forgotten they're supposed 
to be listening to us and not run die 
country in ways that just suit 
diem." 

Public forums and in- 
formational literature are primary 
means by which United We Stand 
America provides access to voters 
on incumbents and candidates' posi- 
tions on issues, as well as pminent 
personal background information. 

"At our public forums people 
can ask questions of die candidates 
diemselves. Voters need all die in- 
formation diey can get to make an 
educated ami well-informed decisioi 
when ihey enter die polling boodi," 
Taylor said. "Of course, we can 
gather all die information in the 
world, but unless voters take time 
to read and listen theirs won't be 
an BiftHiTOd vote." 

In Virginia, die Perot movemwit 
has in excess of 25,000 members 
who [mid $1S to join the national 
(X'ganization.

the Perot fiscal gospel is not diffi- 
cult, according to Hust«i. 

"We're really not interested in 
someone's party allegiance," Husted 
said, referring to members of die 
United We Stand America move- 
ment. "It doesn't matter if you are 
or have been a democrat, republican 
or whatever. Individual members 
have ideas of dieir own on whom 
they'll support in any particular 
election. They just can't speak for 
the organization and endorse any- 
one. It's against the law," 

Virginia Beach voters 

can anticipate seeing report cards on 
candidates running in upcoming 
federal and state elections. United 
We Stand America will grade the 
politicians on their positions 
ranging from deficit spending, 
abortion and die line item veto, to 
military spending and downsiding. 
both Husted and Taylor said. 
Eventually, die groups' goal is to 
broaden their informational and ed- 
ucational ouqjut to include city and 
county elections. 

Just as it was die rallying posi- 
tion for Perot during the 1992 pres- 
idential campaign, government 
spending remains the top agenda 
item for Virginia Beach activists in 
the United We Stand America 
movement. 

During a recent press conference. 
President Clinton said, "the nation 
is finally putting our economic 
house in order ... the economy is 
still bad for most Americans, but 
die trends are good." 

The president's assessment of the 
economy led Husted to say, "diere 
may be some resurgence, but one 
month of good numbers doesn't in- 
dicate a trend.

Seven montbj^fjfter the last presidential election, many 
Virginia Beach Wpp are still wondering why Texas billionaire 
Ross Perot sougniicfection to the highest office in the nation. 

Some of Perot'scritics say he thrives on power. As president 
of Texas Instruments, he earned a reputation as a hard-hitting 
problem solver. When H. Ross Perot said jump, those under 
his leadership asked, "how high?" 

Others simply describe Perot as an eccentric - a rich man with 
nothing to do. But it hardly seems possible that a laid-back 
businessman could single-handedly build one of the most 
efficient companies in corporate America. 

Perot confesses to be nothing more than a concerned citizen. 
His watchdog agency. United We Stand, America, is currendy 
woridng to build a data-base for Americans who want to know 
mcfct about government. 

In fact, Uie mainstay of Perot's campaign promoted public 
involvement in government affairs. Through television and 
radio messages he encouraged American voters to write their 
elected officials. This, he said, would provide the input 
required to stabilize the funire. 

In an effort to kepp America well-informed, Perot has shifted 
the focus of United We Stand, America, from promoting his 
election to promoting responsible citizenship. 

So why would a man who abhors the current state of 
American politics seek the presidency? The answer lies in his 
vision for the future. 

^ Perot wanted to serve notice that the American people 
will not stand by while the federal government wastes valuable 
resources. He told American voters that tomorrow's citizens 
will work in a country tiiat is owned primarily by foreign 
interests if something is not done today to reclaim America's 
industrial and technological strength. 

The effects of Perot's message can best be seen in the results 
of last year's presidential election. Early polls proved that the 
Anerican people wanted change. Perot's business-like platform 
drew a large number of votes away from George Bush's 
conservative following, and as a result, Bill Clinton won the - 
election. 

Perot considered the outcome of the election a victory even 
though he lost.

Beach's recreation needs

As Virginia's landscape varies, so do the outdoor 
recreation opportunities for its residents. And, people 
who live in the Virginia Beach area of the state differ 
from, those in the urban corridor, who differ from 
those in the piedmont and mountain regions. 

But from all diese differences emerges one recre- 
ational opportunity that 60 percent of respondents 
from all regions of the state agree is mot needed: ac- 
cess to water. 

Participation in water-related activities varies. 
People in the Ches^jeake region boated the most. 46 
percent; those in the mountain region went fresh wa- 
ter fishing the most, 37 percent; residents of the 
coastal region did more salt water fishing than others, 
44 percent; and people in the urban corridor did the 
most swimming away from home, 57 percent. 

A 59 percent majaity of respondents statewide fell 
it important that Virginia's state paries provide water 
access for recreation. In fact,^ water access was more 
important than 14 other amenities as provisions of 
stale parks, according lo respondents across the state. 

These statistics are results from the 
1992 Virginia Outdoor Survey, a recreational demand 
poll conducted approximately every 10 years by the 
Depiutment of Cons»vation and Recreation (DCR). 
The survey was mailed to 6,000 randomly sampled 
Virginians in four regions of the state: The number of 
surveys mailed was weighted per region, according lo 
the 1990 census, to accurately reflect Virginia's popu- 
lation. 

"Clearly, Virginians enjoy a variety of wato'-relat^ 
recreaticMi opporuinities as far as local recreation areds, 
and state parks are concerned," said John Davy, plan- 
ning bureau manager at Virginia's DCR. 

Despite all the demand for water access however, 
the survey revealed that more Virginians, 65 percent, 
walked the pleasure than participated in another activ- 
ity. It follows then, that the recreation o|qportunity 
most needed after water access was hikin^walking 
trails. 50 percent. Virginians are conscious of their 
environment. Of additional activities listed on Uiis 
year's survey, two of the more popular were visiting 
natural areas, 24 percent and nauire study, 9 percent 

Outdoor recreation in general is very important to 
56 percent of those Virginians polled. A large majw- 
ity. 77 percent, feel that the public sector should pro- 
vide opportunities for outdoor recreation in Virginia. 
Further, tht largest numbo- of respondents overall, 19 



percent, think uie most important of these that gov- 
ernment provides is parks. 

Opinions about other topics, such as open space 
preservation and species protection, also were so- 
licited in die survey. When asked if Uiey would give 
up certain uses of their property to protect open 
space. 45 percent would be "somewhat willing;" only 
6 percent would "very willing." Given flie same pa- 
rameters for protecting endangered q)ecies, 50 percent 
would be "somewhat willing." and 17 percent would 
be "very willing." 

"The survey data allow DCR staff to know first- 
hand how Virginians feel about conservation, recre- 
ation and the outdoors." said J. Robert Hicks. Jr.. 
DCR's director. "In some way. staff from all program 
areas - natural heritage, soil and water conservation., 
state parks and planning and recreation resources - use 
this information to benefit Virginia's resources." 

Davy and DCR planning and recreational 
resources staff use results and conclusions drawn fi'om 
the survey data directly lo provide recommendations 
about recreational opportunities via the "Virginia 
Outdoor Plan." This document is revised every five 
years to meet recreational needs of Virginia's citizens; 
it guides federal, state and local government to ac- 
quire, protect and develop outdoor recreation and open 
space resources. Moreover, the plan considers envi- 
ronment conservation - it reflects issues citizens and 
government feel important for maintaining a quality 
environment into the future. 

Concern expressed for various issues reflected in the 
survey already are being addressed by the DCR. In 
January 1993, the firsi bonds were sold from the $95 
million Parks and Recreation Facilities Bond 
Referendum passed in November 1992. The money is 
being used for acquisition, as well as construction for 
improvements and accessibility to existing facilities 
and more arcas/facilities/sites. 

Virginia recenUy added property wiUi six miles of 
shoreline on the Rappahannock River in Lancaster 
County to its state park system. DCR staff arc final- 
izing site selection and acquisition for three additional 
state parks. 

Bond funds also will purchase 10 natural areas. 
Additionally, initial construction projects are under- 
way for critical needs such as inadequate water and 
sewer systems, updated electrical service and modifica- 
tion of dams d>at don't meet slate safety standards.

For those citizens who are not 
aware, thexity, wcnking in conjunc- 
tion with the state's Department of 
Corrections, offers an alternative 
punishment program for tte Genoa! 
District and Circui t Courts, com- 
monly known 
asCDI. 

This pro- 
gram was cre- 
ated by the 
General As- 
sembly in 1980 
under the 
Community 
Diversion In- 
centive Act. 

The Virginia 
Beach Pro- 
gram came into 
existence in 
1981, under the 
guidance and 
leadership of 
^^___^__ the Honorable 
Kenneth N. 
Whitehurst, chief judge of Virginia 
Beach Circuit Court, and Caroline 
Baldwin, the original program direc- 
tor. The overall goal is to provide 
offender rehabilitation, while saving 
jail and prison space. 

Virginia Beach CDI is one of 29 
CDI programs operating across the 
state. Each program is unique in that 
it takes whatever form each respec- 
tive locality has attempted to create. 
A majority of the programs are con- 
nected to, or sponsored by. munici- 
palities. There are four models which 
are operated by Sheriffs Depart- 
ments; several are independent nai- 
prbfit organizations, while others are 
under the auspices of Community 
Services Boards. 

These Deparunent of Corrccitons 
funded grants are paid annually and 
are on a four-year renewable cycle. 
Operationally, the programs may opt 
to serve both felons and 
misdemeanants; however, there arc 
many programs which serve (Mily one 
category of offenders. Virginia Beach 
CDI accepts both felons and 
misdemeanants. 

As a condition of the Community 
Diversion Incentive Act, each pro- 
gram has to have a Community Cot- 
rection Resources Board to create 
and monitor program policy. Vir- 
ginia Beach CDI has a nine-member 
board with appointments shared 
among the City Council, the mayor. 
Circuit Court and the Department of 
Correctios. 

The Virginia Beach Community 
Corrections Resources Board repre- 
sents a cross-section of citizen par- 
ticipation. By occupations, they are 
a retired insurance executive, a re- 
tired city department head and former 
police chief, a retired federal prison 
hospital administrator, a retired engi- 
neering firm officer, a state deputy 
director of probation and parole, a 
telephone executive, and finally, a 
district representative. 

Board members meet once per 
month, or more if needed, on the 
fourth Tuesday in the Real Estate 
Assessor's Conference Room. In 
addition to policy, they review evalu- 
ation summaries, prepared by pro- 
gram staff, and make recommenda- 
tions to the Circuit Court on felon 
clients who have been referred in 
order to have a behavioral contract 
developed. 

Members have to frequently ask 
themselves, "Does this person be- 
long in the community?" This task is 
tremendous as it affects the lives of 
the victim, the defendant and his fam- 
ily, as well as any potential future 
victim. Is this person amenable to 
treatment? Are there available re- 
sources here within the community? 
Treatment: Does it n^d to be in-6r 
outpatient? Is thwe a need fw the 
defendant to go into a halfway house? 
If so, how long? Three to six months, 
12 months, 18 months, etc. Some- 
times,it is decided jailorprison is the 
best alternative. 

Utilizing the principles of offender 

rehabilitation, treatment, commu- 
nity orvice, payment of victim resti- 



tution, court costs and fines, the 
programs's accomplishments for 
1992 begins with being the recipient 
of 432 hours of community service 
from our nine board members at a 
cost savings to the city of $9,673.76. 

Looking further at 

1992, under board and city lead- 
ership, the program provided services 
to 49 felon clients from the Circuit 
Court and 409 misdemeanant clients 
from General District Court. While 
in the program, these clients paid 
$18,175,42in victim restitution, court 
costs and fines. Additioanlly, they 
performed 19,704 hours of commu- 
nity service. 

As a condition of each U'eatment 
plan, CDI clients hav.e to perform 
community service for any one of the 
numerous non-profit, public and pri- 
vate, agencies who work in conjunc- 
tion with the program. The 19,740 
hours of free labor given to these 
agencies - equated at the minimum 
wage rate of $4.25 - resulted in an 
$82,747.50 payroll savings. 

For the YMC A and Boys and Girls 
Club, this mean t having cleani ng staff 
for their buildings on nights and week- 
ends. For the SPCA, in Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk, this meantclean- 
upcrewsforthe kennels. ForlheRed 
Cross, MDA, and the American Heart 
Association, it resulted in having 
volunteers to work their various drives 
and stuff envelopes. For the CASA 
Program, it meant having someone 
to assist with their Christmas card 
project. Other recipients of CDI vol- 
unteers were the Virginia Beach Li- 
brary, the city's Recycling Program, 
Landscape Services, Parks and Rec- 
reation, Human Resources, Social 
Services, Goodwill Industries, South- 
eastern Tidewater Foodbank, Salva- 
tion Army, the Judeo-Christian 
Homeless Shelter, etc. This program 
is proud to have reached so many 
agencies. 

However, our foremost and major 
accomplishment in diverting these 
clients from incarceration has been 
the saving of 4,090 jail bed days for 
misdemeanant clients on the local 
level at a cost savings of $201,719. 
On the state level, the government 
spends approximately $50,000 to 
build a space artU $48 per day to 
maintain and house an inmate. For 
the 49 felon clients, the end result in 
savings through placement in CDI, at 
an average of a four-year sentence 
with two to serve, was $4,900,000. 

The program's accomplishments, 
in addition to being measurable in 
real dollars, has immeasurable hu- 
man savings. The defendant who is 
given a second chance remains in the 
community holding a job which in 
turn sustains his or her family. For 
the client who is able to prove him- 
self by performing community ser- 
vice and then obtaining a paid posi- 
tion as a result of this contract, the 
measures are financial and personal. 
For the defendant who is able to re- 
main drug-free because of treatment 
provided by the program, the mea- 
surecould be in terms of lifeor death. 
For the victims whose restitution i 
collected, the measures besides the 
obvious ones include an enhanced 
image for the city in that the citizen 
knows there is a program which fol- 
lows up on the victim's behalf after 
the court process is completed. 

Tlierearesome anticipatedchanges 
in store for CDI in the future. Cur- 
rently, a study is underway to look at 
possibly consolidating it together with 
other pre-and post-disposilional ser- 
vices. The study is to be completed 
by July 1, 1993, and the end result 
could be that these services will be 
consolidated together under the 
Sheriffs Office.

Council to consider electoral plans July 6

On July 6, City Council will 
commit itself to which electoral 
plan it will ask citizens to consider 
in the Noveml)er referendum. 

The decision will be influenced 
by whether or not the Justice 
Ctepartment approves the present 7- 
4 Cily Council election plan for the 
School Board. This decision, said 
City Attorney Leslie Liliey, is ex- 
pected to be in by the first of July, 
ilowever, council decided to %;t on 
the July 6 date so the city could 
meet the deadline for getting the 
question on the ballot. 

Liliey recently reported that a 
staff analysis indicates trends for the 
support of the existing 7-4 plan, 
the Council of Civic Organizations 
(CCO) plan, and a modified 7-4 
plan which consolidates Blackwater 
and Pungo and splits Kempsville 
into two boroughs. 

The present system is basically 
an at- large system in that all voters 
arc permitted to vole for all candi- 
dates. The seven borough members 
have to be residents of the boroughs 
they represent. 

The Council of Civic 
Organizations plan is also a 7-4 
plan, but the borough/districts have 
been realigned to create seven bor- 
oughs of approximately equal popu- 
lation and with borough members 
voting only for their particular rep- 
resentatives. Four members, in- 
cluding the mayor, in all cases 



would be elected at large. 

In past straw votes, the majority 
of council has supported a four-year 
term for mayor, a six months resi- 
dency requirement for borough rep- 
resentatives, an 1 1-member council, 
equal population boroughs and 
council members elected by voters 
in their boroughs only. 

If the Justice Department ap- 
proves the present plan, council 
may decide to drop the referendum 
and save $18,000 for an analysis. 

Liliey pointed out, however, that 
the reapportionment plans were not 
initiated because council was afraid 
the present 7-4 plan would not fly. 

The question facing council re- 
cently was whether the staff should 
do an analysis, which would cost 
S18,(K)0 or wait for July. Council 
decided to wait, with 
Councilmember Paul J. Lanteigne 
dissenting.

This is the time of year when the 
school administration takes a hard 
look at enrollment for next year and 
begins allocating teachers and teacho' 
assistants to Qtthese projected needs. 
For the third 
straight year, 
the news from 
"(towntown" is 
dismal. Less 
money for hir- 
ing teachers 
means more 
students per 
classroom. 

The news of 
even larger 
class sizes is 
especially wor- 
risome in Vir- 
ginia Beach be- 
cause we al- 
ready have the 
dubious honor 
of having some 
of the largest class sizes in the state. 
All the efforts (he School Board has 
made to try to reduce class size will 
be undone by inadequate funding at 
the state and local level. Remember 
the $7.3 million City Council cut 
from the School Board budget? A 
portion of that money would have 
gone to hire more teachers. 

Unfortunately, those students who 
need the most help and attention are 
those most affected by increasing 
class size. Teachers report that less 
individualized attention occurs in 
large classes because more time is 
taken up with monitoring the group, 
repetition to ensure learning, and ac- 
tivities to meet the physical needs of 
a large group. Those students who 
are shy or who need extra prodding 
can feel lost or alienated as the larger 
group moves along. 

Students who need less repetition 
and learn at a faster rate also become 
frustrated in large classes. Move- 
ment through the curriculum tends to 
slow down as the size of the class 
increases. Teachers report that they 
can cover more material, have better, 
in-depth discussions, and use more 
supplemental material in smaller 
elates. These conditions are frus- 
uating to both teachers and students.

One of the best stud- 
ies dealing with class size is Project 
STAR, which is being conducted by 
the University of Tennessee. The 
object of the sbidy is to measure the 
effects of class size on student 
achievement. What the suidy fwind 
was that students who are in classes 
of 13 to 17 suidents did much better 
than students in regular classes of 22 
to 25 and betta Ihffii students in regu- 
lar classes with a teacher assistant. 
The study followed the students from 
kindergarten dirough third grade 
where students were rmKlomly as- 
signed to the three separate types of 
class settings. 

Researchers then went back and 
evaluated tte students after their 
fourth grade year to see if the gains 
they had made carried over to the 
fourth grade. At the fourth grade 
students were assigned to regular size 
classes. What researchers found was 
that those sttidents who had been 
assigned to small classes showed "sig- 
nificant advantages" over students 
who had attended regular classes. 

The'Vegular" classes used in 
Project STAR contained 22 to 25 
students. Less than 25 students would 
be considered a small class in Vir- 
ginia Beach. Next year we will cer- 
tainly see kindergarten classes of 26 
to 28 students and athet elementary 
classes of up to 28 studoits. 

Parents in Virginia Beach need to 
be concerned about these numbns 
and make adequate financing of pub- 
lic education a major issue for next 
spring's city council races. We must 
grab the attention of those respon- 
sible for financing education if we 
want to change this situation.

Divorce may not be the leading cause 
of unhappy kids says researchers 



Growing up is tough work, but 
not necessarily any tougher (br the 
50 percent of children whose par- 
ents are divorced than tor their dual- 
parent peers. 

A recent article showed that chil- 
(faen in single-parent families have 
problems. The article seemed to 
imply that the problems were a re- 
sult of the chilciren having only one 
parent, and that the government 
ought U) enact laws that would 
compel biological parents to stick 
together. 

Mary Cherian, a professor in the 
department family and child devel- 
opment at Virginia Tech, and sev- 
eral of her colleagues take issue 
with that implication. There are too 
many factors in a child's life to 
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single one out as the sole cause of a 
child's problems or happiness, 
Cherian said. 

Researchers are studying the ef- 
fects of divorce on children. But it 
is such a complex issue that there 
are no simply, easy answers. There 
are children in two-parent families 
who have problems, and there are 
children of divorced parents who ad- 
just well and do not have problems. 
It is presumptuous at this point to 
conclude that children of divorced 
parents will have more problems 
than children whose parents stay 
together, or that the divorce itself 
was the cause of any problems. 

"In fibt, most research shoWs the 
opposite - that children of divorced 
parents do adjust," said Katherine 
Allen, also a professor in the de- 
partment. Older children m^y get 
help in adjusting to a divorce by 
talking with their friends who have 
been through it. 
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Children in single- 
parent families learn to do a 
greater variety of household tasks. 
These are skills that will make 
them more successful adults and 
they are positive features of a di- 
vorce that should not be discounted, 
Allen said. 



unavoidably befall children of di- 
vorced parents is a lack of data from 
children who are not having prob- 
lems. 

"We don't have much informa- 
tion on families that weather the 
transition well. We know more 
about the ones that have a hard time

Parents who do not get along 
may do their children a favor by di- 
vorcing, rather than raising the 
children in an unhappy, combative 
environment. 

"Seeing open, hostile parental 
conflict is probably the most harm- 
ful," said Joyce Arditi, another pro- 
fessor in the department. Even after 
a divorce, the residual hatred of one 
parent for the other, if obvious to 
the children, will likely be more 
harmful to the children than the di- 
vorce itself. 

Another flaw in the body of re- 
search suggesting that difficulties 



because they are seeking help in 
clinics where researchers can And 
them to ask questions. Children 
who have come to the attention of . 
the legal system also are more ap- 
parent to researchers than those who 
have not," Arditti pointed out. 

Arditti, Allen and Cherian said 
research should focus on the family 
climate children grow up in, the 
dynamics in the household, rather 
than the number of parents in the 
household or whether there are step 
brothers and sisters in the family. 

"The real culprits in many chil- 
dren's lives are abuse, neglect and 
poverty - not the number of parents 
in the home," Allen said.

ASE offers suggestions to help motorists 
get the most out of each gallon of their gas 



Motorists can get the most out of 
each gallon of gas by following a 
few simple conservation and main- 
tenance measures. The following 
tips are presented by the National 
Institute for Automotive Service 
Excellence (ASE), a non-profit 
group that certifies the competence 
of automotive technicians. 

Monitor tire pressure - 
Under inflation wastes fuel and 
shortens the tires' lives. Consult 
your owner's manual for the rec- 
ommended pressures. (Do-it-your- 
selfers, do not check Uie pressure 
when the tires are still warm from 
. driving; let them cool down first). 
Out-of-line wheels also waste fuel 
and wear out tires. An |dignment is 
needed if Uiere's uneven tfead wear 
or if the vehicle "pulls" on a flat 
road. 

Remove excess weight - 

Remove unnecessary items from 
the vehicle. Store only essentials in 
the trunk. Less weight means better 
mileage. 

Plan trips and errands - 
Look at your schedule and activities 
and try to consolidate your daily er- 
rands. Some uips may be unneces- 
sary. Also, try to travel when uaffic 
is Ught so you can a>^id stop-an^- 
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go conditions. 

Avoid excessive idling - 
Shut off the engine while waiting 
for friends and family. And since 
today's vehicles are designed to 
"warm up" fast, forget about those 
five-minute warmups in the morn- 
ing. 

Use windows and air condi- 
tioning wisely - Due to air re-

idling, poor acceleration, etc.) cor- 
rected at a repair facility. Given to- 
day's high-tech engirws, it's wise to 
have this type of work done by auto 
technicians who are ASE-certified 
in engine poformance. 



The benefits of conservation and 
maintenance are two-fold: In addi- 
tion to saving fossil fuels, drivers 
can extend the life of the vehicle 
and its parts. 



Hot weather is rough on cars, too 
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sistancc, your mileage should im- 
prove if you keep the windows 
closed at highway speeds. This is 
true even with the air conditioning 
on - assuming that the air condi- 
ticming system is in good condi- 
tion. In stop-and-go traffic, turning 
\iK air conditioning off saves fuel. 

Observe speed limits - 
Mileage decreases above 55 mph. 

Drive gently - Avoid sudden

A mid-summer check of certain 
car components is especially critical 
when record breaking heat hits, says 
Car Care Council. 

Heat can deteriorate rubber parts, 
for example, sometimes causing 
cooling system and vacuum hoses 
to crack or split Summer heat also 
is hard on other rubber parts, such 
as drive belts and windshield wiper 
blades. They should be inspected 
and lei^aced as needed. 

Further, high speed driving over 
hot road surfaces, especially when 
the vehicle is heavily loaded, will 
place added stress on tires and will 

The Council recommends, in ad- 
dition to a periodic check of infla- 
tion and tread depth, a close inspec- 
tion of tires for bulges (an indica- 
tion of tread or ply separation), 
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sidewall cuts (v other damage. 

Also, contrary to popular opin- 
ion, the battery suffers more from 
heat than cold. Extreme under-hood 
temperatures, especially in smaller, 
aerodynamic cars with less space 
under the hood, accelerates deteriora- 
tion of the batter. For this reason, 
some batteries are now built with 
special heat-resistant components 
for use in southern climates. 

Driving in drought-stricken areas 
is also hard on the air filter. Its job 
is to remove dust from the air be- 
fore it enters the engine. When the 
filter becomes choked up with dirt, 
the engine will be starved for air. 
Fuel economy and performance will 
suffer and exhaust emissions will 
increase. 

The excessively rich mixture 
caused by such a malfunction can 
cause the catalytic converter in the 
exhaust system to overheat. Be 
careful when driving or parking on 
parched grass. This has been known 
to be a source of ftfcs. 

Finally, hot weather driving 
places a heavy burden on the en- 
gine's cooling system as well as 
engine oil and transmission fluid. 

Before extensive summer driving, 
ch^k tt^se fluids and a}mpoimits, 
concludes the Council. Mate it a 
daily check during a high-nulei^e 
vacatitm trip.

tlieir size is impressive," Griffin 
said. 'They don't really look like 
dinosaurs, but they make you 
think of something big like 
that." 

Sides began his sculpting ca- 
reer 10 years ago after he received 
a degree in art from Virginia 
Commonwealth College. He now 
owns Orion Studio on Birdneck 
Road. 

"Depending on the scale, I do 
somewhere around 25 sculptures 
a year," Sides said. "I do a lot of 
commercial work for businesses 
all over the country." 

Sides uses a cutting 
torch and a welder to create 
the steel sculptures. Most of his 
pieces weigh anywhere from 350 
to 500 pounds. 

Creating a sculpture first in- 
volves making a series of work- 
ing sketches. These sketches give 
Sides a blueprint from which to 
build the finished sculpture. 

"Most of my sculptures start 
out pretty much free form, at 
least in the drawings," Side&said. 
"And I have literally thousands of 
sketches." 

Choosing the right sketch is 
very important. Sides said. A bad 
sketch could mean months of 
wasted time. 

"I have to be very picky about 
what I actually spend lime pro- 
ducing," Sides said. "An unwork- 
able sketch means wasted time 
and lost money." 

One of the sculptures Side's 
had on display was entitled 
"Blades." He said that he worked 
several months to complete the 
piece. 

"When I first started this piece 
the original plan did not work," 
Sides said. "So I redesigned it. 
and that plan didn't work. I re- 
designed it two more times bcfwe 
I got the piece you see here." 

Sides also iMwluces a number 



of fiberglass sculptures. 

"I make a lot of these fiber- 
glass faces. A lot of people say 
that they look like the stones 
faces from Easter Island." Sides 
said. "Right now I have the same 
kind of face at the Virginia Beach 
Arts Center, except that one was 
sculpted from brick. Its in an 
eight-foot-high brick wall, and it 
looks like the wall just takes off 
into a face. I've gotten a lot of 
response from that." 

Sides said that the time and 
money put into his sculptures 
place them out of reach for most 
people. 

"Unfortunately, my pieces are a 
little expensive for around here," 
Sides said. "They start at a 
$2,000 for the smaller ones, and 
go up from there." 

Sides said he was unsure of the 
size of his largest sculpture. He 
noted, however, that many of his 
sculptures top 20 feet in height. 

"Right now I've got a sculp- 
ture in my studio that is over 28 
feet high," Sides said. 

The Boardwalk Art show is a 
fundraising activity sponsored by 
the Virginia Beach Center for the 
Arts. Sharon Banks, a 
spokeswoman for the center, said 
that an estimated 350.000 people 
auended this year's event. 

Anne Fleder. the center's 
publicity coordinator, said that 
staff members are still counting 
the proceeds from this year's 
show. Last year the Boardwalk 
Art show netted approximately 
$100,000. 

"I definitely think that we made 
more this year than we did from 
last year's show," Fleder said. 

The show also provides each 
exhibitor the chance to win 
awards in several different 
caiegoies. 

This year's winners of the Best 
in Show award were Robin 
Kranitzky and Kim Overstreet of 
Rchmond. They entered art work 
in the mixed media categories.

And then, the war came 

World War II began. 

The U.S. Navy took 
over the hotel on October 3. 
1942, and used it as a radar train- 
ing school until the war ended. 
Not only officers, chiefs and en- 
listed men were dormed at the ho- 
tel, but 30 WAVES as well were 
housed in the northwest wing on ^ 
the second floor, four to a room, 
while the men were housed six to 
a room. The large' hotel swim- 
ming poll was drained and used as 
a classroom 24, hours a day. 

Manager of the Cavalier on the 
Hill, Bob Wilson, said that in 
1991 he was contacted by a for- 
mer WAVE who was stationed 
there in 1944-45, Helen Weiss^* 
from Kansas City. She had 
worked in training and while 
there fell in love with one of the 
young sailors who was attending 
classes. David Dom. from New 
Jersey. They courted for two 
weeks, then married. They had a 
happy life together and raised two 
children. 

Not having returned to the 
Cavalier since they left in the 
I940's, the couple planned to re- 
turn in July, 1991 and celebrate 
their 47th wedding anniversary at 
the place where they met. They 
had made their reservations when 
in March of that year, David died. 

Helen contacted Bob Wilson to 
ask if he would be interested in 
having the American flag that had 
been draped over her husband's 
coffin. He said certainly he 
would. She came herself to the 
hotel, bringing the flag plus 
many pictures of the fleet service 
school. 

"When the Cavalier on the Hill 
is open, we proudly fly that flag 
every day." Wilson said. 

Carlos, who still enjoys work- 
ing seven days a week, by his 
choice, at the Cavalier at the 
Beachfront, remembers and greets 
guests at the front door as 
warmly as when he first started at 
the Cavalier. Guests ask for him 
if they don't see him and he has 
been called by many: "Mr. 
Cavalier." Vividly he recalls 
when the news came to the Beach 
Club that Japan had surrendered. 

"I was taking care of a Lt. 
Beady's table of guests that 
evening at dinner when the news 
came over the radio. There were 
many navy ships lined out there 
on the water and all of a sudden 
whistles and horns began blow- 
ing, and at the club people 
shouted and got up and began 
dancing and kept on into the early 
morning hours. Lt. Beady called 
me over to the table and put a 
SI 00 bill in my hand and said. 
'Carlos, buy anything you want.' 
It was a happy lime for every- 
body," he said. 

Even after the war, celebrities 
continued to come to the hotel 
including Hank Ketcham, the fa- 
mous cartoonist who created 
"Dennis the Menace." modeled af- 
ter his son whom he brought 
along with him. Later he drew 
several "Dennis" series telling 
about their visit. 

Three months later the 
Cavalier became a private club. 
Along the beachfront other hotels 
began building and motels sprang 
up which served the needs of post 
war traveling America with their 
informality. The Cavalier suf- 
fered from the cost of upkeep and 
competition. Finally, the grand 
hotel closed its doors in 1973, 
but like the Phoenix, it was des- 
tined to rise again, just as grand 
and popular as ever with a new 
interior facelift, a new owner and 
manage. 

Again it would enter the world 
of grand hotels and serve the pub- 
lic as it marched toward the new 
century.

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berry, jasmine and myrtle were 
planted. Brick steps and walk- 
ways were constructed throughout 
the sunken gardens and flowers 
and shrubs were planted so that 
year 'round it was a symphony of 
color. There was also a wisteria 
arbor and the grounds were con- 
stantly being improved with new 
plantings even into the late 
1930's. 

Carlos Wilson, who has been 
with the Cavalier for 56 years, 
has been honored by the city's 
tourism department and recog- 
nized by the mayor. Wilson re- 
members when he first came to 
work at the hotel gardens. 

"Every day flowers from the 
garden would be brought in and 
placed in vases and baskets for 
the lobby, the dining rooms and 
ever; guest room. It was a 
lovcl) , gracious time at the ho- 
tel," he said. 

He also remembers the "greats" 
and the "lesser greats" who came 
to the hotel and recalls that every 
Sunday, after church services, a 
horse show would be held on the 
grounds of the Cavalier, some- 
thing to which all the guests 
looked forward. Pointing along 
Pacific Avenue, in front of the 
old Cavalier, he said, "Right 
there were the u-acks for the rail- 
road that would bring guests di- 
rectly to the hotel." 

When the Beach 

Club opened on Memorial 
Day, 1929. the McFarland 
Twins, former saxophonists with 
the Fred Waring Orchestra, played 
for the guests. It was and re- 
mains an elegant club. 

The hardwood dance floor, 
open to the sun during Sunday 
tea dances and to the stars in the 
evenings, was a favorite place 
with not only Cavalier guests, 
but local people as well. It was 
here that the best and most popu- 
lar big bands of the era came: 
Glenn Miller, Harry James. Guy 
Lombardo, Tommy and Jimmy 
Dorsey and many others. Singers 
included the still famous. Frank 
Sinatfa. 

When Buddy Rogers and his 
band came to play, the band 
leader came down with a severe 
sore throat and was ordered to bed 
by the hotel physician. His wife, 
Mary Pickford, early film star and 
"America's Sweetheart" hurried to 
his side to nurse him back to 
health and the two stayed at the 
Cavalier until he was able to con- 
tinue with his music there. 

The beach in front of the club 
was free for all to enjoy, spread 
blankets and listen to the music 
of the bands. Couples would 
even dance on the sand under the 
starts or sit and listen to the mu- 
sic at the Sunday tea dartces. 
Many felt the beach in front of 
the club was the finest part of the 
shoreline. 

Cabanas at the beach for the 
most affluent guests were popular 
and quite large, including a place 
to entertain their friends, card ta- 
bles if they wished and even tele- 
phone lines that went directly to 
the hotel dining room where or- 
ders could be given for waiters, in 
formal dress, to bring lo the sea- 
side. 

In the very early days, guests 
who wanted to play golf were al- 
lowed to use the Princess Anne 
Country Club course and were 
told that soon the Cavalier would 
have its own course which was 
being consUucted on 90 acres 
nearby. When it opened, many 
famous golfers came: Babe 
Zaharias, Jimmy Demarei and 
Sam Snead, who in 1935 won 
the Virginia Open at the Cavalier 
Golf and Yacht Club course. 

Then the golden years of the 
hotel ended almipily.

Overplanted gardens 
do not function well

Landscape design is an art - the 
art of arranging the out-of-doors to 
provide a maximam of enrichment 
and enjoyment. 

The key to most good art is sim- 
plicity, so a well-designed garden is 
often most beautiful and functional 
when executed in a simple manner. 
It will be less costly and require 
less ui^eep as weU. 

Simplicity in garden design may 
be achieved by grouping plants that 
are alike in lines or masses that 
serve a definite function. A random 
scattering of plants creates a sense 
of disorganization and a lack of ot- 
der and belonging. 

Gardens that are overplanted like 
a poorly arranged room, do not 
function well. Know how you will 
use a plant before bringing it home 
to avoid overplanting. 

In landscape design, you must 
consider both planted spaces and 
unplanted spaces. An open lawn or 
the shape of the lawn near a curbed 
bed takes on a form as a result of 
the shape of the nearby planted area. 
Too many turns in a garden design 
can destroy the crisp beauty of a 
simple line and add maintenance - 
extra turns mean extra labor and 
time. 



Foundation plantings. 

the plantings surrounding a build- 
ing, originated when homes were 
raised off the ground surface. 
Modern construction techniques 
have made the unnecessary. 

Many shrubs planted near founda^ 
tions need continual pruning to 
keep them within bounds and out of 
windows. They cover the lines of 
the house and serve no true func- 
tion. Often the home would look 
better and be easier to paint and 
maintain if some or all of the foun- 
dation shrubs were removed. 

By contrast, over-simplicity in 
the garden may lead to monotony 
and a lack of interest. Like a feather 
in a hat or a tasteful necktie, 
splashes of color or key accent 
plantings, when properly placed, 
make an otherwise average land- 
scape more inviting and interesting. 

Achieving the proper balance be- 
tween open and planted spaces and 
how they function for your family 
is the key to a good home land- 
scape. You can hire a professional 
to do the job or spend some time 
studying landscape design and con- 
struction books to do it yourself. 

Whichever approach you choose, 
keep it simple for the sake of 
beauty and function. 



Leaf hoppers damage 
roots and new growth 



Sometimes insects cause damage 
that shows up in the summer, al- 
though their feeding in the siting 
actually was responsible for the 
damage. One such insect is the 
leafhopper. The only control is to 
treat when the leafhoppers are pre- 
sent, in the spring. 

Leafhoppers feed on buds, new 
shoots and other tender growth. In 
most cases, this damage stu)W$ up 
as white stippling or spotting tm 
the upper leaf surface. It also can 
produce puckered leaves, necrotic 
spots, marginal bum and bud and 
shoot proliferation. 

The potato leafhopper is a com- 
mon pest of potatoes and alfalfa, 
but feeds on hundreds of plant 
species, such as redbud, oak, linden, 
apple, pear and sassafras. The 
potato leafhopper does not overwin- 
ter in Virginia. It overwinters in the 
Gulf states and migrates north each 



year in early May. It quickly builds 
to high numbo^ on weeds and crop 
plants. It only takes a few leafhop- 
pers feeding on trees to cause severe 
damage because leafhoppers attacked 
developing new shoots, and the 
damage is magnified as the leaf or 
shoot grows. 

Treatment should begin as soon 
as leafhoppers are noticed feeding. 
Trees, ^ould be checked as sotm as 
growth starts in the spring. 
Leafhoppers feed on the undersides 
of leaves and on elongating stems. 
Leafhoppers are small (generally 
less and 8-inch) and pale in color. 
They jump or fly away if disturbed. 

Scout nearby weeds for early 
leafhopper activity. A small plant- 
ing of alfalfa (10 to 20 plants) near 
your trees this fall can provide a 
"trap" crop to give advanced warn- 
ing of leafhopper infestations next 
spring.

Zoos deserve 
special treatment 

As zoos go, Virginia Zoological Park is probably about mid- 
dle of the road in variety of exhibits and environment. The per- 
sonnel and volunteers are committed to doing the best job in 
animal care possible, with the resources available to them. 

After all, there aren't many places a family can go on a 
Sunday afternoon and see a baby tapir nuzzling by its mother 
under a shady tree. 

It all seems inno(%nt and fun. Except families go home, kids 
to ride bikes . . . mom and dad to bar-b-cuc in the backyard . . 
. the family dog to catch frisbees ... the cat to chase birds . . . 
everyone to move about fieely. 

Back at the zoo though, most of the animals stay caged. 
Except the elephants, rhinos and hippos who must meander an 
area smaller than a baseball infield to exercise and play. 

Sure, these zoo animals may be lucky survivors from trap- 
pers and poachers . . . perhaps unscrupulous breeders, and 
facilities like Virginia Zoological Park conduct valuable shidies 
in animal behavior and genetics. 

But is it necessary to continue to perpetuate the existence of 
traditional-style zoos such as this one in Hampton Roads? Is it 
ethical to keep naturally free roaming animals in such tiny con- 
fines? 

Years ago, there was a television show featuring an astronaut 
downed on a distant planet. When he awoke from his crash 
landing, he found himself in a room arranged like a living room 
most anywhere. Except one wall of this living room was made 
of glass. He approached the glass slowly to see a host of 
spectators looking back cautiously at him. Outside the glass 
wall was a placard, designed much like the ones at Virginia 
Zoological Park. The placard read: 

HOMOSAPEEN, MALE /HABITAT - PLANET EARTH.

Ask any city or county official in Virginia Beach 
what the toughest two or three local issues to deal 
with are, and odds are that most will include garbage. 

Jndeed, newspaper headlines suggest that local 
communities may soon have to sacrifice funding for 
schools and human services in order to comply with 
new landfill regulations. 

The environmental concern behind most of these 
regulations is long past due. Thirty years ago locali- 
ties used open dumps, which were set on fire regu- 
larly to reduce their size. Awareness of the disease po- 
tentials and odor problems created by open dumps 
helped to inspire the creation of the untitled sanitary 
landfill. The population continued to grow, and with 
it the waste generated pa- capita. 

Many of the waste products created by our society 
combine in unanticipated ways and form "leachate," 
an occasionally toxic "landfill tea." Mercury from 
disposable batteries and fluorescent light bulbs, lead 
and sulfuric acid from automotive batteries, the dregs 
of various alkaline household cleaning products, left- 
over solvents and paints and indusDial and agricultural 
waste chemicals have been disposed of for years in 
unlined pits situated above our groundwater supply. 

The current "state of the art" for municipal solid 
waste (MSW) landfills is a composite liner with 
leachate collection systems, groundwater monitoring 
wells and new closure requirements. This is to better 
ensure that what we dispose of in our landfills stays 
where we put it. Unfortunately, this new technique 
does not support a thorough, controlled breakdown of 
the organic matter that constitutes most of what en- 
ters our landfills. If the proper conditions for biologi- 
cal activity are maintained, the volume of waste in 
the landfill cell can be significantly reduced and the 
cell can be "lopped off a couple of times, greatly in- 
creasing its capacity. 

Siting fewer landfills and building 

them to modern specifications has the potential to 
dramatically reduce the threat to our groundwater. 
This is good news, but it comes at a cost. 

For rural counties that cost can be quandfied as fol- 
lows: design, engineering and permitting fees - 
$500,000 to $1.8 million per site, depending on pop- 
ulation and waste stream; construction - $500,000 per 
acre; annual leachate collection and treatment - 
$20,000 to $100,000 depending on size; closure costs 
- $90,000 per acre; annual groundwater monitoring - 
$20,000 to $100,000 (and that's only if you don't 
find anything). Addidonal costs include the expense 
of gas monitoring and providing 30 years financial 
assurances (an approved guarantee that die funds will 
be available for cleanup by an outside company, if 
necessary). These all add up to price waste manage- 
ment facilities out of the reach of many individual lo- 
calities. 

Faced with Uiese daunting costs, localities have a 
choice between building their own solid waste man- 
agement facility, contracting wiUi a private waste 
management facility, or joining ot forming a regional 
waste management authority, wiUi very few working 
examples on which to base their decisions. 

Not surprisingly, die sharply increased cost of 
waste disposal is also providing die impetus for pro- 
grams to reduce waste at die source and to reuse and 
to recycte mffioials. 

Recycling programs aren't cheap. 



either. Finding markets that will pay for your materi- 
als is a challenge to almost everyone working with a 
recycling program. Rural areas must deal with addi- 
tional challenges not faced by urban areas: low pecu- 
lation densities scattered over large ares, rugged ter- 
rain, small lax bases and in many cases, significantly 
longer distances to markets. 

However, given the rapidly escalating costs of solid 
waste disposal, rural areas must develop creative recy- 
cling strategies. The good news is that it is possible 
to develop regional recycling markets, focusing on 
die recycling potentials of existing industry and new. 
small-scale facilities.

No one solution is going to work for all rural lo- 
calities as they try to meet die new federal and state 
solid waste management regulations. Geography, de- 
mographics and available options will determine indi- 
vidual strategies. But innovative and flexible recy- 
cling programs will clearly play a key role.

The Washington Times has reported 
diat a confidential draft memoran- 
dum has been sent to senior officials 
by Defense Secretary Les Aspin. The 
memo takes die position that homo- 
sexuality is incompatible with mili- 
tary service but oudines what work- 
ingpaperscalla"practical approach." 
It seems diat the "practical ap- 
proach" will be to ask homosexu^s 
to pretend that diey are not homo- 
sexuals. They will not be asked when 
they join die armed seryices if they 
are homosexuals and diey will not 
say diat diey are. 

The policy, if accepted by Clinton, 
will still exclude applicants for ho- 
mosexual conduct and will acknowl- 
edge their understanding that such 
conduct is proscribed for membersof 
the armed forces. The memo also 
states that "sexual orientation is con- 
sidered a persona! and private matter 
and alone is not a bar to service entry 
or continued service unless mani- 
fested by homosexual acts, statements 
or marriages;" But it adds that "ser- 
vice members will be separated for 
homosexual acts, stating they are 
homosexual or bisexual; or marrying 
or attempting to marry persons of the 
same sex." 

Finally die draft says that "Com- 
manders will not initiate inquiries or 
investigations solely to determine a 
member's sexual orientation, but 
commanders would retain latitude to 
investigate a person for homosexual- 
ity "when creidible information that a 
basis for discharge or disciplinary 
action exist." 

If Barney Frank, die gay represen- 
tative firom Massachusetts, believes 
that diis will work then he is living in 
a fairy tale world, because to ask 
someone to pretend diat they are not 
what they are is cruel, insensitive and 
un-workable.

Water is a very important topic in 
the city of Virginia Beach. 

Some people take it for granted 
and others use it very wisely. 

I have an important question for 
you. What do you think uses the most 
water in your 
house? Most 
people guess 
the dishwasher 
or washing 
machine. Oth- 
ers suggest the 
shower, espe- 
cially if they 
have teenag- 
ers! 

The correct 
answer is the 
toilet. Unless 
you have a new 
ultra-low-flush 
(ULF) toilet, 
which uses 1.6 
gallons of wa- 
"' ter, you are 

proljably using three to seven gallons 
of water every time the toilet is 
flushed. Some people use it as a 
trashcan to dispose of tissues, bugsor 
cigarettes. Also, if your toilet is leak- 
ing, you could be using up to an extra 
1,000 gallons per week! 

I have some good news for you that 
deals with the above information. 
The Virginia Beach Public Utilities 
Deparunent is offering a Toilet Re- 
placementRebate Program to all cus- 
tomers who are served by the public 
water system. The program goal is to 
replace existing toilets with ultra- 
low-flush (ULF) fixtures which use 
no more than 1.6 gallons per flush. 
This program is designed to pro- 
mote the use of water efficient toilets 
and is one part of the city's program 
to reduce Virginia Beach's water 
demand. Program highlights are as 
follows: 

• Existing water customers will 
receive $75 per toilet upon verifica- 
tion of installation by the Virginia 
Beach Permits and Inspections Divi- 
sion. 



k' A plumbing permit is required 
for installation. If toilets will be in- 
stalled at more than one address, a 
separate.permit is required for each 
address. The rebate forms will be 
available when you acquire your 
plumbing permit. 

t/ Properties receiving waste/gar- 
bage collection service from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Waste Management Di- 
vision may call them to pick up and 
dispose of the old toilet Arrange- 
ments may be made by calling 430- 
2450. If you receive waste collection 
service trom an agency other than the 
:ity of Virginia Beach, please call 
that agency to make arrangements 
for pick up. The old toilets will be 
cmshed and used as road material at 
the city's landfill. 

• Surveys will be conducted to 
track the program's success. 

The program will go into effect 
July 1, 1993. If you have acity water 
meter installed to serve your prq)- 
erty, then you are eligible to partici- 
pate in the rebate program. Ifyou ar& 
uncertain about being eligible, please 
call the Public Utilities Customer 
Service Division at 427-463 1. 

Inquiries are often made as to the 
paycheck period for retrofltting a 
home with ULF toilets. Let me offer 
the following information: 

The average single-family resi- 
dence in Virginia Beach has three 
persons in the home and two toilets. 
Assuming both toilets were replaced 
using ULF toilets, a daily savings of 
24 gallons or 8,700 gallons or more 
of water per year should be expected. 
Using this scen^io, the pay back 
period is approximately four to five 
years, depending upon the cost of 
each ULF toilet and the installation 
cost.

Now that school is out for Uie sum- 
mer, parents often wonder what they 
can do to ensure that learning doesn't 
end at the schoolhouse door. 
Children are bom leaders. They 
soak up new in- 
formation and 
ideas like 
sponges. It's a 
challenge to 
keep up with 
their natural cu- 
riosity and in-^ 
satiable desire 
to learn. 

Parents are 
their child's 
first and most 
important tea- 
chers. Here arc 
10"hot"upsto 
chase away the 
summertime 
"I'm Bored" 
blues: 

1 . Read to your children every day. 
By doing this from a very early age, 
you are instilling a love of language, 
and preparing them to.leam to read 
for themselves. Even older children 
enjoy that very special bond that 
comes from reading aloud. Stop oc* 
casionally while you're reading to 
your child to allow your child to 
predict what's going to happen next. 

2. Make learning fun. Target at 
least one activity e^h week that in- 
volves parent-child learning and dis- 
covery; a trip to the zoo, a museum, a 
dolphin watching boat trip, etc. 

3. Create a treasure map for chil- 
dren 10 fmd hidden treats in the back- 
yard or insicte your home. Treasure 
maps work especially well for birth- 
day parties. 

4. Keep a globe and a map of the 
United States near the television and 
use them to locate places talked about 
on television programs, or to follow 
the ffavels of your favaite spcMts 
team. 



5. Before taking a trip, show your 
children a map of where you are 
going and how you plan to get there. 
Look for other ways you could go, 
and talk about why you decided to 
use a particular route. Maybe they 
can suggest other routes. 

6. Watch the moon as it appears to 
change shape over the course of a 
month, and record the changes. 

7. See if your children can spend 
part of a day or even an hour with a 
park ranger, pharmacist, veterinar- 
ian, chemist, engineer or laboratory 
technician. This can teach the impw- 
tance of science for many jobs. Be- 
fore the visit, encourage your chil- 
dren to read about the work so they 
will be able to ask good questions 
during the visit. 

8. Ask your child to make a gro- 
cery list for a favorite meal; with your 
help, even a young child can use 
newsi^po-ads to estimate how much 
it will cost to buy the ingredients. 
Encourage your child to use a calcu- 
lator 10 keep track of the cost of your 
purchases and to explore value-for- 
money , comparing the cost pa ounce 
of a 1 -pound package with an 8- 
ounce package, for example. 

9. Point out speed limits and dis- 
tances between towns. Talk about the 
time it takes to get from one town to 
another when you drive at different 
speeds'. Estimate the amount of fuel it 
takes to get from one place to an- 
other, and have each member of the 
family predict the gasoline bill in 
advance. 

10. Encourage your child to keep a 
journal. This is an excellent writing 
pracdce as well as a good outlet for 
venting feelings. Encourage your 
child to write ab(Mt things that hiq>- 
pen at home and away, about pet^le 
your chi Id likes and dislikes ami why, 
things toremember or things thechild 
wants to do.

said, a negative. 

"But in terms of the inventory of 
undeveloped land available, we do 
have an adequate supply of water to 
carry us for a long time," he said. 

Virginia Beach and the city of 
Norfolk recently signed a long- 
term contract where Norfolk will 
continue to sell, on average, 30 
millKHis of water a day to Virginia 
Beach until the Udte Gaston project 
becomes reality; 

Imagine Virginia Beach is de- 
signed to be a coopeti&vt {xogram 
between citizens and Imsint^es. 

"Sometimes we fail to communi- 
cate with our citizens that we want 
all 400.000 of diem to be ambas- 
Sfukm for the city.

all animals, and protecting endan- 
gered species. 

"But I don't undo'stand the need 
for a farm animal exhibit. Aren't 
there plenty of places around here 
where people can see horses, chick- 
ens and ducks? Couldn't die money 
spent on diis exhibit be used to bet- 
ter the environment in other areas 
of die zoo?" 

A special concern, she said, are 
die two female Siberian tiger cubs 
which have been housed at die zoo 
for the past seven months. 

The zoo is in die middle of a 
fund-raising campaign, which was 
begun and continues to receive sup- 
port by local Exxon dealers, to con- 
struct a permanent, natural habitat 
for die 200-pound cubs, who'll top 
off at around 600 pounds, by die 
time their fully grown in about an- 
other year. They came to die zoo 
through the Federal Fish and 
Wildlife Commission. 

"I've done all the things I 
thought were right to support die 
tiger cub program," Pearl said. "I've 
purchased posters, made odier dona- 
tions, and urged friends and acquain- 
tencies to contribute to di^ progran. 
But I've come to believe that diey 
would be better off at another zoo 
which would more properly care fw 
diese two. The zoo may be meeting 
die minimum standards in caring 
for the cubs, but is that fair to 
diese animals?" 

Beach resident Julia Gregory is 
director of education for the 
Virginia Zoological Park. 

"All our energies are devoted to 
providing a proper habitat for each 
one of our animals," she said. "The 
zoo has been accredited since 1986 
and has passed reaccreditation every 
year since. One of our policies, 
which we won't compromise, is if 
we can't keep any animal properly 
and safely, we'll find another park 
diat can. That's why, for example, 
we have no bears or chimpanzees 
here." 

Countering Pearl's observation 
that few if any improvements have 
been made at die zoo over die years, 
Gregoi'y points to die spider mon- 
key exhibit. 

"Back in 1983, die spider mon- 
keys had a tiny 4' x 4' foot wire 
cage. We've worked diligendy to 
improve their habitat," Gregory 
said. "They now have hammocks, 
trees, water tubs, mirrors and rope 
toys to provide diem widi enter- 
tainment. The keepers discovered 



die monkeys love fruit juice-fla- 
vored popsickles on carrot sticks, 
so we make spre diey get diem, es- 
pecially in hotweadier. The staff 
also bakes 'monkey brownies' - a 
heavy, banana bread concoction diat 
die monkeys just devour." 

Gregory responded diaf " I^arl's 
assertions concerning die hippos, 
rhinos and elephants being housed 
in an environment widiout water, 
trees or dirt was a mattw of the vis- 
lUx's timing. 

"However, she may have seen 
diese animals at a time when dieir 
habitats were being prepared for 
cleaning," she said. 

The keepers, Gregory 

said, are very carelful to make 
sure fresh water is available to die 
animals all die time. They also 
have plenty of boughs and branches 
widi leaves to chew on besides dieir 
herbal chow, and fresh produce like 
sweet potatoes, apples and bananas. 
"We strive to give these animals 
as natural a captive lifestyle as we 
can provide," Gregory said. "In die 
elephants' area, we simulate the 
ground of dieir African h^itat by 
laying down a subsutita made from 
baseball clay that's abrasive 
enough to control dieir pads, but 
also lets diem make mud. The mud 
is an insect barrier, a sun screen and 
holds moisture against their skin. 
But our animals need more than 
food, water and shelter." The keep- 
ers interact regularly with our 
hippo, still being very cautious 
around an animal that charges its 
quarry, weighs 5,000 pounds and 
has razor sharp teeth." 

"Zoos exist not just 

for people's entertainment, but 
also to allow die gathering of re- 
search and behavioral studies on an- 
imals so we can better understand 
diem and our own environment," 
Dr. Nancy Welch, a zoo docent and 
public health director for 
Chesapeake said. 

"In fact die Virginia Zoological 
Park is developing a facility in St. 
Brides which will assist in studies 
on reproduction and breeding. This 
will be especially important as 
more and more species face extinc- 
tion." 

Dr. Welch said zoos are not a 
natural environment for animals, 
but diat great sffides have been un- 
dertaken in recent years to provide 
as natural a habitat for zoo animals 
as possible. 

"The Virginia Zoological Park, 
from my observations, is doing a 
good job." 



Historical properties on Register

Nine properties in the soudiem 
end of the city have been recom- 
mended as potentially eligible for 
die National Registw. 

Tlie nine are: 

Q The Ferry Farm, a large, two- 
story brick dwelling in the Federal 
style of architecture, built between 
1790 and 1820. 

G Brown's Tavern, built circa 
1832 in transitional Federal and 
Italianate style, used as an inn or 
tavern during die 19di century. 

O Jonadian Woodhouse House, 
built circa 1760, one of die oldest 
buildings in the survey area, an ex- 
ample of vernacular domestic archi- 
tecture from die period. 

O Thomas Lovett House, one of 
die oldest buildings in diis part of 
die city, built circ 1772. The li- 
story structure has a distinctive 
gambrel roof. 

D Pocahontas Hunt Club, built 
in 1926, an example of a substan- 
tial hunt club building diat histori- 
cally dotted die ^Kxes of diis area. 

U Indian Credc Road Farm, an 
example of mid-19di century side- 
passage-plan dwelling, including 
bams and odier agricultural build- 
ing from die early 2(Xh century. 

CJ Baxter House, die most sub- 
stantial and intact example of a 
Federal-style farmhouse in die 
southern part of die city, built 
1780-1820. 

O Graham (Ives) House, possi- 
ble site of scmie military activity 
during the Civil War, has been die 
residnice of die Ives family since 



die late 19di century; is an example 
of a mid-19th century farmhouse 
widi two-story, diree-bay, side-pas- 
sage plan. 

Isaac Murry House, one of 
few remaining houses in the area 
from the 18di century, built circa 
1786. 

The list of properties 

is recommended. in a Historic 
Resources Survey Report for the 
city. The survey, performed by 
Traceries, a consulting firm for die 
Department of Historic Resources 
and the Virginia Beach Department 
of Planning, is die second phase of 
a survey of die entire city. The first 
phase was conducted by Frazier 
Associate. 

TrjK^rics surveyed 175 properties 
and recommended further study on 
the nine properties. 

Mark Reed, coordinator of histw- 
ical resources for die city and ad- 
minisuator of the Francis Land 
House, told council during a jMesen- < 
tation of die report last week diat 
Virginia Beach is unique in diat it 
has no specialized historical district 

Councilmember Robert Clybum 
asked about die feasibility of mov- 
ing die buildings to a more central 
location. 

The survey was financed undK a 
$19,000 grant and Reed said diat 
die majority of die support for 
Iffcservation costs will come fitim 
die iMivatc sector. 

llie surveys were pursued by die 
city in an effort to save some of die 
city's historic properties from de- 
velopment or neglect and to at least 
have an inventory of what existed 
in die city.

scribe this new judicial center." 

Obemdorf noted, however, that 
the new judicial complex would 
not have been possible without 
the encouragement and advice of 
Virginia Beach Circuit Court 
Judge H. Calvin Spain. 

"He used to come across from 
the courts to my office, and he'd 
say to me, 'I only need a moment 
of your time,' and he'd proceed tp 
close my office door as he ex- 
plained to me what the new court 
complex was going to be like," 
Obemdorf said. 

"I would smile and say, 'Judge, 
we're going to have to figure out 
a way to pay for it.' He said. 
'That's your problem! This is 
what I want'" 

As part of the ex- 



panded services provided by 
the judicial complex, the city has 
initiated a program that will give 
the citizens of Virginia Beach 
better access to court facilities. 
Obemdorf said that providing 
better transportation to court 
facilities was first suggested by a 
local judge. 

"One of our female judges 
whispered to me one dJay: 'Are 
you aware that some people have 
difficulty getting to court, espe- 
cially single parents who don't 
have cars? Tell me mayw - what 
are you going to do about it?'" 

To remedy the situation, 
Obemdorf contacted local tranpor- 
tation authorities. As a result. 
Tidewater Regional Transit now 
operates a bus route between the 
city's Pembroke area and the ju- 
dicial center. 



Engineers say that the offices 
now located in the complex will 
provide adequate service until the 
year 2010. The designers also 
allocated enough space to add 
nine more couruooms in the fu- 
ture. 

John W. Richardson, president 
of the Virginia Bar Association, 
said that the judicial complex 
will better serve those sedcing 
justice in Virginia Beach. 

"For the citizen, (the judicial 
complex) represents a less con- 
fusing, betl^ structured and more 
comfortable environment in 
which to pursue justiw," 
Richardson said. "And for those 
of the bar who spend a goodly 
potion of each workday here, it 
represents a new venue in which 
to practice law." 

Chief Circuit Court Judge 
Kenneth N. Whitehurst said that 



the new facility "brings together 
what has been a fragmented court 
system by putting it all under 
one roof." 

"No longer will we be holding 
court in tiemporary courtrooms," 
Whitehurst said. "Not only will 
(these facilities) be a benefit to 



those of us who use it daily, but 
most importantly it will benefit 
the citizens of Virginia Beach." 

Virginia Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Harry Lee Carrico was on 
hand to deliver the keynote ad- 
dress. In it he outlined the judi- 
cial history of Mncess Anne

liistory of organized law begins 
with the settlement of Jamestown 
in 1607. 

"Those first setflers developed 
the area around Jamestown into 
what t)ecame Norfolk County" 
Carrico said. "Before long, the 
county was so heavily populated 
that in 1691 it was divided into 
another county which became 
Princess Anne County." 

Carrico noted that barring the 
judicial complex, at least seven 
other courthouses have existed in 
Princess Anne County since 
1691. However, he focused his 
remarks on the court that was es- 
tablished in George Logan's dry- 
goods store in 1778. 

"InOctobCTof 1778the 
county's justices were ordered by 



the state to move the courthouse 
to Kemps Landing, or 
Kempsville," Carrico said. "Until 
the new courthouse could be 
built, the justices were granted 
permission to hold court in tem- 
porary quarters." 

Carnco said that few buildings 
in the 1700s were suitable for use 
as a courtroom. As a result, he 
did not question the justice's de- 
cision to hold court in the dry- 
goods store. 

Although Logan's store served 
the court's purpose, it added no 
appearance of sophistication. 

In later years court officials re- 
alized that the appearance of court 
facilities affected the public per- 
ception of law. As a result, the 
design and decor of public court- 
rooms improved drastically. 



"Handsome courtrooms do not 
make judges wiser or more 
learned," Carrico said. "But they 
do enhance the appearance of jus- 
uce." 

Carrico also noted that 
crowded, inadequate courtrooms 
cast a negative light on court 
proceedings. But that will 
change, he said, with the con- 
struction of more court facilities 
like the Virginia Beach Judicial 
Complex. 

"I think 1 can say safely, th«e- 
fore, that in the impressive atmo- 
sphere of these new court facili- 
ties, not only will justice con- 
tinue to prevail, but it will pre- 
vail with a new dignity." 

Court officials hope to begin 
operations in the new facility by 
July 1.

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Gardening 
without grief 

Your garden can be a pleasure to 
look at and work in, without being 
a pain in the back or legs, if you 
heed these hints from medical ex- 
perts: 

D Start slowly. Gardening in- 
volves a lot of bieeling and bend- 
ing, and muscles that are poorly 
conditioned are more susceptible to 
injury. Garden for just 20 to 30 
minutes to start with and pace 
yourself. Don't overdo it. Leave 
something for tomorrow. 

O Stretch your muscles before 
gardening, whether you're in shape 
or not. Stretching warms up mus- 
cles, increases flexibility. Take a 
bteak every 15 or 20 minutes and 
sketch some more. 

O Use lightweight tools with 
long handles. They help you avoid 
fatigue and bending motions that 
encourage back strain. 

G Use the proper techniques. 
Don't bend and twist your torso 
when raking; keep your back 
su-aighL Don't bend from the waist 
to lift. Squat with one foot slightly 
ahead of the other, keep your back 
straight and use your legs to lift.

time leg cramps or restless legs. 
Doctors say the cramps may occur 
because of physical exertion leading 
to an increased need for oxygen in 
the muscle, excessive standing or 
sitting, or a build-up of lactic acid 
in the muscle. 

There are many things you can do 
to relieve nighttime leg cramps, in- 
cluding leg massage, walking, a tub 
soak and using a heating pad. 

Doctors and pharmacists also rec- 
ommend an over-the-counter medi- 
cation specifically fw nighttime leg 
cramps. This medication is also 
formulated with the antioxidant, vi- 
tamin E. Taken at bedtime, it actu- 
ally prevents nighuime leg cramps 
before they occur, so you can get a 
complete night's rest. It also helps 
relieve leg cramps when they occur 
by relaxing knotted muscles. 



Chores in June could 
bring rewards in July 



One of the delights of the June 
garden is watching the green shoots 
of the summer-flowering bulbs 
planted earlier in the spring come 
up. If the site was well-chosen for 
proper drainage and your soil well- 
prepared, your dahlias, lilies, bego- 
nias, gladioli and other sumther 
blooming plants should be strong, 
healthy and well on their way to 
flowering: 

Make sure all your plants are 
well- watered, especially if your area 
has experienced a dry spell. Deep 
but regular soaking is more effec- 
tive than light but more frequent 
watering. 

If you are unable to water due to 
local water resuictions, take heart. 
Most summer-flowering bulbs are 
drought hardy. With their built-in 
food and moisture stori^e capacity, 
healthy bulbs may not thrive, but 
they will surely survive all but the 
most severe drought conditions. 

Expect vigorous growth from 
your dahlia, gladioli, begonias and 
lilies in June. To really give them a 
lift, apply fertilizer. This will pro- 
mote sturdy stems, strong foliage 
and full, healthy blooms come 
July. An ordinary granular slow-re- 
lease type fertilizer will do just 



fine. 

Take care of staking summer 
blooming plants now while they 
are still young. Tall growing 
dahlias require a strong slake placed 
right beside the plan. Cut the lips 
of dahlias when plants reach six or 
seven inches in height. This allows 
the plant to concentrate its energy 
on blooms and bushy growth. 

Pinch off the ancillary buds on 
the sides of the stems. This again 
concentrates the plant's energy and 
will increase the size of the remain- 
ing blossom as well as the strength 
and length of the stem. The onset 
of vvarmer weather and more direct 
sunlight is also a signal to add 
mulch. Just as mulch helps protect 
bulbs and roots from cold and frost, 
it can shelter them from the hot 
sun. 

Lilies in particular love mulch: 
they want the full sun on their 
leaves and flowers, but prefer their 
nx)ts in the shade. 

Mulching also helps the soil re- 
tain moisture and keep weeds under 
control. It also makes the bed look 
neater. A neat garden allows the eye 
to happily enjoy what June has to 
offer, while awaiting the coming 
glory of July.

Gypsy moths are not native to 
the United States. TTiey were im- 
ported here from Europe in the 
1860s by a man who had hoped to 
establish a domestic silk industry. 

Since then, gypsy moths have 
periodically ravaged northeastern 
woodlands and have been rqxKled as 
far west as Califrania and as far 
scmth as Florida. 

Adult males are nondescript dark, 
brown moths. Females are off- 
white with wtHy tan stripes across 
the wings. Fonales depbsit tannish 
masses of l>etween 100 and 600 
eggs on tree branches, tree trunks, 
buildings - even on the underside of 
cars. Alua hatching, the hairy, de- 
colored larvae spin long silken

threads that allow them to be carried 
on wind currents. Older caterpillars 
have five pairs of blue dots and six 
pairs of red dots running along the 
back. 

Ever-hungty larvae feed upon tree 
leaves, preferring oaks, apples 
alders, basswood, hawthorn. Mme 
poplars and willows. During heavy 
outbreaks, caterpillars may dine on 
evergreais.

That's the message bom the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA), which 
warns there are more cases of 
food poisoning during tlw warm 
weather months. 

It's important to lake extra care 
when ineparing codcouts and pfc- 
nics, the experts agree. Hwe's 
some food for thought: 




When transporting food for 
a barbecue or picnic, pack 
perishables in cool insu- 
lated cooler. 

G Don't use food from dam- 
aged containers. Check cans and 
glass jars for dents, cracks or 
bulging lids, paper packages for 
leaks and stains. 

G In the kitchen, clean prepa- 
ration is essential. Wa^ hands, 
work area and utensils before 
preparing food. N4arinate in the 



refrigerator. Don't thaw on the 
counter. 

G Keep food cold. Tliis is the 
best way to fight lactcria. Check 
that your refrign-ator regist^ a 
safe 40 degrees F or lower, freez- 
ers and freezing compartments 
should be set at degrees F or 
lower. When transpcHting food to 
a barbecue or picnic site, i^ck 
meat, poultry, salads and other 
perishables in an insulated cooler 
with an ice source and keep it in 
the shade. 

G Keep hot foods hot with a 
thermos or insulated dish.

G Keep cold food cold until 
cooking on the grill. Also, be 
sure the coals on your grill are 
very hot - this may take 30 min- 
utes or more. When you cook 
raw meat, poultry and fish, cook 
it thoroughly - ground meat and 
poultry should be pink, juices 
should run clear and fish should 
flake with a fork. Use a clean 
plate for serving cooked food and 
be careful that raw meat juices 
don't touch other food. 

G In hot weather, food should 
never sit out for over an hour. 
Serve food quickly from the 
cooler and replace it inside the 
coolnfasL 

G Leftovers? If there's still ice 
in the cooler when you get home, 
and the food didn't sit out at the 
picnic, the food is okay to save.
